narch of all the world: the other an Engliſh Captaine, 
a meane ſubie& of har Maieſties, Who (beſides the 
wrongs receiued at Rio de Hacha with Captaine 1ohn L9- 
well in the yeares 65.and 66.) hauing beene greiuolly in- 
damaged at Saint John de YV{uain the bay of Xexico,with 
Capraine 1h# Hawkins, in the yeares 67.and 68. not 
onely in the loſſe of his goods of ſome value, but alſo of 
his kinſmen & friends , and that by the falſhood of Dox 


Martin Henriquez then the viceroy of Mexico, and find- 
ing that no recompence could Foe recouered out of 
Sparne , by any of his owne meanes , or by her Ma- 
- teſties letters : hee vied ſuch helpes as hee might, by two 

feuerall voiages into the Weſt Indies : the firſt te þ two 
Ships,the one called the Dragon, the other the Swan, in 
the yeare 70, the other inthe Swanalone in the yeare 71. 
ro gaine ſuch intelligences, as might furtherhim , to 
. get ſomeamends for his loſſe, And hauing, inthoſe 
two voyages. gotten ſuch certaine notice ofthe perſons 
& places aimed at, as he thought requiſite, and there- 
vppon with good delibcration reſolued on a third 
voyage(the deſcription whereof we haue now in hand ) 
hecaccordingly prepared his ſhippes and Company, 
and then raking the firſt opportunity of a good 
| Z winde, 
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winde, had ſuch ſucceſſe in his proceedings z-aS now 
followes farther to be declared. 


On Whitſunday Ecue being the 24. of May in the May 24- 
yeare 1572, Captaine Drake in the Paſcha of Plimoath 137% \ 


of 70. tonnes his Admirall, with the Swanre of the 
ſame Port of 25. tonnes his Vice-Admirall, in which 
his brother 70h Drake was Captaine (hauing in both of 
them of men and boyes ſeaucnty three, all voluntarily 
aſlembled , of which the eldeſt was fifty , all the reſt 
vnder thirty : ſo deuided that there were forty ſeauen in 
the one ſhip, and twenty fix in the other : both richly 
furniſhed , with vicualles and apparell for a whole 
yearc :and no leſſe heedfully prouided ofall manner of 
munition, Artillery , Artificers , ſtuffe and tooles , that 
were requiſite for ſuch a Man of warre in ſuch an at- 
tempt, but eſpecially hauing three dainty Pinnaſes, 
made in Plmewth, taken a ſunder all in peeces and 
ſtowed aboard, to be fet vp as occaſion ſerued :) fer 


ſayle from out of the Sound of P//zzcruth , with intent 


to land at Nombre da Dios. 


The winde continued proſperous and fauorable at 


Northeaſt , and gaue as a very good paſſage, withour 


any alteration or change : ſo that albeitwe had fightof Tune ;. 


Porto $4 t9, one of the Mageras, and of the Canartes allo 
within twelue dayes of our ſetting forth : yet we neuer 
ſtrooke ſayle, nor came to anchor , nor made any ftay 


for any cauſe , neither there nor elſewhere, vntill 25. 


dayes after; when we had fight of the Iland of Guada- 


lupe , one of the Ilands of the Weſt Indies, goodly 


highland. | 


"The next morning we. entred between Domynica & Tune 29, 


Guada'npe , where we deſcryed two Canoas, copnning 


troma rocky lland, threeleagues off Dominica , Whic 
B 2: _ viſually 
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vſually repayre thither to fiſh, by reaſon of the great 
plenry thereof, which-is there continually to be found. 
Wee landed on the South fide of it, remaining there 
three dayes to refreſh our men, and water our ſhips, 
out ofone of thoſe goodly rivers , which faH downe 
oft the mountaine, There we ſawe certaine poore cot- 
rages, built with Palmito bonghs and branches, bur 
no inhabitants at that time<ciullnor ſanage; the cot- 
tages itmay be, (for we couldknow no certaine cauſe 
of the ſolitarineſſe we found there )ſeruing, not for con- 
tinuall inhabitation., bur only for their vies that came 
to thatplace at certaine ſeafons ro-fiſh, 

The third day after about, three in the after-noone, 
wee ſet ſayle from thence, towards the continent of 


Terra firms. And the fift day after, wee had ſight of 


thehightland of Sazr« Martha, but came not neere the 


ſhoare by ten leagues. Butthence direted our courle, 
tor a place called by vs Port Phefazt , for that our Cap- 
taine had fo named it in his former voyage , by reaſon 
of the great ſtore of thoſe goodly Fowles, which he 
and his Company did then daily kill, and feed on, in 
that place, In this courſe , notwithſtanding: wee had 
two dayescalme, yet within ſix dayesafter we arriued 
at our Port Pheſant , which is a fine round Bay , of my 
fate harbor. for all winds, lying berweene two hig 

th 96+ not paſt halfea cableslength ouer at.the mouth, 


ut within, eight or tenne cables length euery way, 


having ren' or twelue faddome water more or lefle, 


full of good fiſh, the ſoyle alſo very fruitfull z which 


may appeate by this, thatour Captaine having beene - 


in this place, within a yeareand fewe dayes before, 


and hauingridde theplace with many alleys and patlis .

Ar our entrance into this Bay , our Captaine ha- 


| uing giuen order to his brother what to doe, if any 


occa(ton ſhould happentn his abſence, wason his way, 
with intent to haue gone aland, with ſome fewe only 
in his company, becauſe he knew , there dwelt no Spa- 
niards within thirty fiue leagues of that place, Tun be- 
ing the neereſt to ob Eaſtwards, and Nombre de Dios to 


the weſtwards, where any of that Nation dwelt. Burt as 


we were rowing aſhoare,we ſawa ſmoake in the woods, 
euen neerc the place, which our Captaine had afore- 
time frequented : therefore thinking 1t fir to take more 
ſtrength with vs , he cauſed his other boat ae to be 
mand, with certaine muskets , and other weapons, ſul- 
petting ſome enemy had beene aſhoare. | 
When welanded , wefound by cuident markes , that 


'there had beene lately there , a certaine Engliſh man 


of Plimouth, called thn Garret , who had beene condu- 
ed thither by. certaine Engliſh Mariners , which had 


beenethere with our Captaine in ſome of his former. 


voyages, He had now. lefta plate of Lead, nailed faſt 


to a mighty great tree ( greater then any foure men, joy- 
ning hands , could farhome about ; on which were en- 


if  Aptaine Drake , if you fortnne to come to this 
Port, make haſt awyay : For the Spaniards , which 
Hh you had with. you. here the laſt yeare , haut bee!

The ſmoake which wee ſawe, was occationed by 


a fire , which the ſaid Garret and his Company, had 


made before their departure , ina very great tree ( not 


farre from this which had the lead nayled on it ) which 


had continued burning ar leaſt fine dayes before our 


arriuall. OS il 
This aduertiſement notwithſtanding , our Captaine 
meant not to depart, before he had built his Pinnaſes, 


which were yer aboard.in peices, for which purpolc . 
| hee knew this Port, a moſt conuenient place. And 


thertoreaſſoone as we had moared our Ships, our Cap- 
raine commanded his Pinnaſes to be brought aſhore, 
for the Carpentersto ſet vp, himſelfe employing all 
his other company in fortitying a place, which he had 
choſen out, as a moſt fit plot, of three quarters of 


an acre of- ground , to make ſome ſtrength or ſafery 
_ for the preſent, as ſufficiently as the meanes he had 


would afford; which was performed, by felling of great 
trees, and bowſing and haling them es 2a with 
great Pulleis and halfers , vatill they were inclofed 
ro the water, and then letting others fall vpon them, 
vntill they had raiſed with trees and boughes thirty 
foot in height round about, leauing onely one gate 
to iſſue at, neere the waters fide, which euery night 
(that wee might fſleepe in more ſafety and ſecurity ) 
was thut vp, with a great tree -drawne athwart it. 
The whole plott was built in a Pentagonall forme , 
to wit, of fine equallſ{ides and angles, of which angles 
two were toward the ſea, and that fide between them 
was left open, for the eafie launching of our Pinna- 
ſes: the other foure <quall ſides were wholely (ex- 
cepting the: gate before mentioned ) firmely cloſed 


vp. Without , inſteed of a trench, the ground was 


rid d 
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ridd tor fifty foote.ſpace, round about. The reſt was 
very thick with trees, ofwhich many were of thoſe — 
kindes, which are never without greene leaves, tll | 
they are dead at the roote ( excepting onely one kinde 
of tree amongſt them , much like ro our Aſh, which 
| when the ſunne commeth right ouer them,, cauſing > "4 
great raines, ſuddenly caſterh. all their leaues , vz, 
| within three dayes, and yet within fix dayes after be-

doe alſo in part fall away, but ſo as the teces con- | 
tinue ſtill greene notwithſtanding ) being of a, mar- Wo -” ; 
uclous height, and ſupported as it were with fiue or 
{1x naturall buttreſſes growing out of their bodies, ſo 
farre, that three men may ſo be hidden in each of 
them, thatthey which ſhall ſtand.in the very next but- 
treſſe ſhall not be able to ſee them.. One of them ſpe- 
Cially was marked to haue had ſeaucn of thoſe ſtaies 
or buttreſſes, for the ſupporting of his greatnes and 
height, which being meaſured witha line cloſe by the 
barke and neere to the ground, as it was indented or 
| extant, was found to be abouc thirty nine yards about, 
'_ The wood of thole trees, isas heauy or heauier then. 
Brafill or Lingnum vite,, andis in colour white. | ; 
The next day after wee had arriued, there came allo Iuly 1: 
into that bay, an Engliſh Bark of the lle of wight , of 
Sir Edwaad Horſeys , wherein 1ames Rauſe was Captaine 
and John Oucry Maſter , with thirty men ; of which, ſome 
had beene with our Captaine in the ſame place the 
| yeere before, They brought in with them a Spaniſh 
'  Caruellof Size#( which. hee had taken the day before, 
athwart of that place, being a Caruell of 44s bound 
for Nombre de Dios) andalſo one Sallop with Oares , - 
which hc had taken at Cape Blanck,. This Capraine Kauſe _s 
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Sn . Sir Francis Drake ; 


vnderſtanding our Captains purpoſe , was defirous 
co ioyne in conſort with him , and was receiued vp- 
on conditionsagreed onbetwene them. TD 

Within ſeaucn dayes after his comming, hauing ſer 
vp our Pinnacecs, and diſpatched all our bufines, in 
prouiding all rhings neceſſary , out of our ſhips into 
our Pinnaces : wee departed fromthat harbrough, ſet- 


ting ſayle in the morning towards Nombre de Dios, con- 


rinuing our courſetill wee came to the Iles of Pies : 
where bcing within three dayes arriued', wee found 
two Fregates of Nombre de Dios , lading planck and 


timber from thence. 


The Negroes which were in thoſe Fregates, yur vs 
ſome particuler vnderſtanding of the preſent ſtate of 
the towne : and befides, tolde vs thatthey had heard a 
report, that certaine ſouldiers, ſhould come thither 
ſhortly , and were daily looked for, from the Go- 
ucrnor of Paxame and the countrey thereabout, to de- 
fend the rowne againſt the Symerons ( A black people, 
which about 80, yeares paſt , fledd from the Sp<nrards 
their Maſters , by reaſon of their cruelty, and areſince 
growne to a nation, vnder two Kings of their owne : 
the one inhabiteth to theweſt , thiother to the Eaſt of 
the way from Nombre de Dies to Panama ) which had 
ncere ſurpriſed it about fix weckes before, 

Our Captaine willing to vſe thoſe Negroes well 
(not hurting himſelfe ) ſer them aſhore vpon the maine, 
that they might perhaps ioyne themſelues to their con- 
trymen the $S7»zero5 , and gaine their liberty if they 
would , or if they would not, yet by reaſon of the 
length and troublefomenes of the way by land to Nome 
$re de Dios, hee might preuent-any notice of his com- 
ming, which they thould beable to giue.For — mu 
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foath to putthe towne to too much charge ( which 
hee knew they would willing'y beſtowe)- in prout- 
ding before hand , for his entertainment, and there- 
forc hee haftned his going thither , with as much ſpeed 
and ſecrecy as potibly hee could. 

To this end , diſpoſing ofall his companies , accot- 
ding as they inclined moſt , hee lefr the three Ships 
andthe Carueſl with Captaine Zas/+. and choſe into 
his foure Pinnaces ( Captaine Rauſes Shallop made the 
fourth) beſides fifty three of our men , twenty more of 
Captaine Rees company, with which hee ſeemed 
competently furniſhed , to atcheine what hee intended : 
eſpecially hauing proportioned , according to his 
owne purpoſe, and our mens diſpoſition , their ſene- 
rall armes, v:z fix Targets, fix Firepikes, twelue Pikes, 
twenty foire Muskets and Calliuers, fixtcene Bowes , 
and-{ix Partizans, two Drums, and two Trompets. 

Thus having parted from our company :-wee arri- 
ned at the [land of C&iua , being twenty fiue leagues 
diſtant ; about fine dayes after, there wee landed all in 
the morning betimes : and our Captaine trained his 
men , delwering them their ſeuerall weapons and 
armes, which hicherto hee had kept very faire and 


ſafe in good caske: and exhorting them after his man- 


ner, hee declared the greatnes of the hope of good 
things that was there : the weaknes of the rowne be- 
ing vawalled , and the hope hee had of preuailing to 
recompence his wrongs, <lpecially now that hee 
thould come with ſuch a crew , who were like minded 


_ with himſelfe; and at ſucha time, as hee ſhould bee 


veterly vndiſcouered. 
| Therefore euen- that afternoone , hee cauſeth vs to 
& ſaile for Nombre de-Dios , ſo that before ſiinne ſet 
GG wee 
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Sir Francis Drake 

wee were as farreas Rv Franciſco: thence hee led ys 
hard aboard the ſhore (that wee might nor. bee 
deſcried of the watch honſe ) vntill thar being 
come within two leagues of the point of the Bay, 
hee cauſed vs to ſtrike a hull, and caſt our grappers, 
riding ſo vntill it was darke night, 

Then wee waighed againe and fet fayle, rowing 
hard aboard the ſhore, with aſmuch filence as wee 
could | till wee recouered the point of the harbor vn- 
der the high land: there wee ſtayed all filent , purpo- 
fing to attempt the towne in the dawning of the day , 
after that wee had repoſed our ſclues for a while. 

But our Captaine with ſome others of his beſt men, 
finding that our people were talking of the greatnes 
of the towne ,, and what their ſtrength might bee , ef 
pecially by the report of the Negroes that wee tooke 
at the Ile of Pings: thought it beſt to put theſe con- 
ceits out of their heads, and therefore to take the op- 
Pome of the riſing of the moone that night , per- 
uading them that it was the day dawning. By this oc- 
caſion we were at the towne,a large hower ſooner then 
firſt was purpoſed, For wee arriued there by three of 
the clock after midnight: at what time it fortuned 
that a Ship of Spaine , of fixtic Tunnes, laden with Ca- 
nary wines and other commodities , which had but 
larely come into the Bay , and had not yet furld 
her ſprit-faile , eſpying our foure Pinnaces , being 


an extraordinary number , and thoſe rowing with ma- 


ny Oares , ſent away her Gundeloe towards the 
towne, to giue warning : but our Captaine percei- 


 ving it, cut betwixt her and the towne , forcing her 


to goe to. thother fide of the Bay : whereby wee 


landed. without impeachment, although wee found. 
enc: 
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one gunner vpon the platforme , in the very place 
where wee landed, being a ſandy pray and no key 
at all, not paſt twenty yards fromthe houſes. 
There wee found fix great Peeces of brafſe Ordi- 
nance, mounted vpon their cariages, ſome Demy, ſome 
whole Culuering : wee preſently diſmounted them, the 
gunner fled , the towne taoke alarme ( being ve- 
ry ready thereto , by reaſon of their often diſquieting, 
by their ncere neighbours the .Symerons) as wee per- 
cciued, not onely by the noyſe and cries ofthe peo- 


ple, but by the bell ringing out, and drums running 
vp and downe the towne, : | 


Our Captaine according to the directions which 
hee had giuen ouer night, to ſuch as hee had made 
choice of for the purpoſe , left twelue to keepe the 


Pinnaſes, that wee might be ſure of a ſafe retreat, if 


the worſt befell. And hauing made ſure worke of the 


platform e before hee would enter the towne, hee. 


thought beſt , firſt to view the mount , on the Eaſt 
fide of the towne, where hee was informed , by ſun- 
dry intelligences the yeare before, they hadan intent 
to plant Ordinance, which might ſcoure round about 
the towne. Therefore leauing one halfe of his com- 
pany, to make a ſtand at the foote of the mount , hee 
marched vp preſently vnto the top of ir, with all ſpeed 
to try the truth of the report forthe more ſafety. There 
wee found no peice of Ordinance, bur onely a = 
fit place prepared for ſuch vie, and therefore wee left 
it without any of our men, and with all celerity rc- 
turned downe the mount, Then our Captaine appoin- 
ted his brother, with Job Oxxem and fixteene other 
of his:men, to goe about, behinde the Kings treaſure- 


houſe, and enter neerethe Eafter end of the market-

eaſt end of the market place , neere the gouernors 
houſe, and not farrefrom the gate of the rowne, which 
is only one , leading towards Panama, hauing. (as 
it ſcemes) gathered themſelues thither, either that in 
the gouernors ſight they might ſhew their valor, if

Being returned , we made our ſtand necre the midſt 
of the market place, where atree groweth hard by the 
Crofle; whence our Captaine ſent of our men to ſtay 
the ringing of the alarme Bell , which bad continued 
all this while : but the Church, being very — 


builr and faſt ſhur, they could not withour _ (whic 
.our Captainec forbad ) get into the ſteeple w 


ere the 
Bell hung, 

In the meane time, our Captaine hauing taken two 
or three Spaniards in their flight, commanded them 
to ſhew him the Gouernours houſe , where hee vnder- 


ſtood was che ordinary place of vnlading the Moyles, 


ofall the treaſure which came from Panamah by the 


Kings appointment* Although the filuer only was kept 


there: the gold, pearle and jewels (being there once 
entred by the Kings Ofhcer ) was caried from thence 
to the Kings treaſure-houſe not farre off, being a houſe 
very ſtrongly built of lime and ſtone, for the ſafe kee- 
ping thereof, . | i 

At our comming to the Gouernours houſe, wee 
found the great dore (where the Moyles doe viſually 
vnlade) euen then opened a Candle, lighted vpon the 


 ., topof theftaires; anda faire Gennet ready ſadled , ei- 


ther for the Goucrnour himſelfe, or fome other of his 
houſchold to carry it after him, By meanesof this light, 
we ſawa huge” heape of filuer , in that nether roome : 
h_ a pile of barres of ſiluer , of ( as neareas we could 
gueſle ) ſeauenty foote in length, of ten foot in breadth, 
& twelue foote in height, piled vp againſt the wall, each 


barre was  betweene: thirty i fiue and forty pound in 


weight, At fight hereof our Captaine commanded 
Brandy has, none of vs ſhould roucha barre of filuer, 
vpon our weapons, becauſe the” Towne 0 
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. full ofpeople,and there was in the Kings treaſure- houſe 

neere the waters fide, more gold and jewels then all 

our fourc Pinnaſes could carry , which wee would pre 

; ſently ſer ſome in hand to-breake open, norwithſtan- 
ding the Spaniardsreports of the ſtrength of ir. 

Wee were no ſooner returned to our ſtrength , bur 
there wasa report broughtby ſome of our men, that 
our Pinnafes were in danger to be taken, and that if we _ 

our ſclues got not aboard before day , we ſhould be op- | -\SY 
preſt with multitude both of Souldicrs and townes- _ | 
people. This report had his moue from one Diege aNe-" 
gro, who inthe time of the firſt conflict,came and called 
to our Pinnaces to knowe whether they were Captaine 
Drates?& vpon anſwer receiued,continued intreating to 
be taken aboard ( though he had firſt three or foure ſhot | | 
madeathim ) vill at length they fetchr him, and lear- v 
ned by him, that not paſt eight dayes before our arri- | 
uall che King 'had fent therher ſome hundred and fifty: 
Souldiers to guard the Towne againſt the Symeroxs,

— Preſently after this , a mighty ſhower of raine , with 
| ; aterrible ſtorme of thunder and igtitning , fell, which 
powred-downe ſo vehicmently ( as'it vſually dorh in 
_ thoſe Countries) that before we could recouer the ſhel- 
1 | | ter ofacertaine ſhade or pent-houſe, at the Weſter 
| end of the Kings treaſure-houſe (which ſeemeth to haue 
beene built there of purpoſe to auoid Sunne and raine)) 
ſome of our bow-ſtrings were wet, and ſome of out 
marchand powder hurt : which while we were carefull 
of , to refurniſh and ſupply; divers of our men, har- 
ping on the reports lately brought vs , were muttering 
of the Forces of the Towne , which our Captaine per- 
ccjuing ,-told rhem., that he had brought them to the. 
mouth of the treaſure of the world , if they would want 
It., they might henceforth blame no body but them- 
ſelues, And therefore as ſoone as the ſtorme beganne 
to aſwage of his furye (which was a long halfe houre ) 
willing to giue his men no longer leaſure to demurre 
ot thoſe doubrs , nor yer atlow the Enemy farther ref- 
pit to gather themſclues together : he ſtept foreward, 
commanding his brother , with /ohn Oxnam and the 
Company appointed them . to breake the Kings Trea- 
furc-houle; the reſt ro follow him, ro Keepe the 
ſtrength of the market place , till they had diſpatched 
_ the buſinefſe tor which they came. , 
But as he ſtept forward , his ſtrength and fight and 
ſpeech failed him, and he began to faint for want of 
. blood, whichas thenwee|perceiued, had, in great 
>, quantity , iſſued ypon the ſand, out of a wound recei- 
ted inhis legge in the firſt encounter , whereby though 
| he felt ſome paine, yet { for that hee perceiued divers 
_ of the Company , having already gotten many good 
| things , tobe very ready to take all occaſions, ag nht 
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ding themſelues , out of that conceited danger) would 
he not haue it knowne to any, till 'this his fainting, 
againſt his will, bewrayed it; the blood hauing firſt 
filled the very prints which our foote-ſteps made , to 
the great diſmay of all our Company, who thought ir 
not credible, that one man ſhould be able to ſpare fo 
much blood and hue: ' © #9 COON 
And therefore euen they , which were willingeſt to 
haue aduentured moſt, for ſo fairea booty, would in 
no caſe hazard their Captaines lifez but (hauing gt- 
uen him ſomewhat to drinke wherewith- he recouered 
himfelfe , and haning bound his 'Scarfeabout his legge, 
| for the ſtopping of the blood ) entreated him to bee 
content to goe with them aboord, there to haue his 
wound ſearched and dreſt, and then to returne a 
ſhoare againe ifhe thought good | 
This when they co 
who knew itvtterly time) impoſſible ; art leaſt very yn- 
likely , that eyer they ſhould (for that) returne againe, 
to recouer the ſtare in which they now were : and was 
of opinion, that it were more honorable for himſelfe, 
to jeopard his life for ſo greata benefit , then to leaue 
off ſo high an enterpriſe vnperfotmed: ) they joyned 
altogether , and with force mingled with faire intreaty, 
they bare him aboard his Pinnace, and ſoabandoned 
a moſt rich ſpoile for the preſent; only to preſerue 
their -Capraines life, as being reſolued of him, rhat 
while they-enjoyed his preſence, and had him to'cdimm< 
mand them , they might recouer wealth ſufficient ; but 
if once they {loſt him, they ſhould hardly bee able 
to recouer home , no not with that which they had gots

beſides our Captaine, many of our men wounded, 
though none {laine but one Trumpetter : whereupon 
though our Chyrurgeons were bulily employed, in pro- 
uiding remedies and falues for their wounds: yer the 
maine care was reſpected by all the reſt ; ſo that before 
we departed out of the Harbour for the more com- 
fort ofour Company , wee tooke the aforeſaid Ship 
of Wines without great reſiſtance, But before we had 
her free off the Hauen, they of the Towne had made 
meanes to bring one of their Culuerins , which we had 
diſmounted , ſo as they madea ſhot at vs, but hin- 
dred vs not from carrying forth the prize to the Ile Ba- 
ſ#imientos , or The 1le "., vittualtes; which is an Iland 
that lyeth without the Bay to the Weſtwards , about 
a league off the Towne , where we ſtayed thetwo next 
dayes, to cure our wounded men , and refreſh our 
{clues , in the goodly Gardens' which we there found, 
abounding with great ſtore of all dainty rootes and 
fruites , beſides great plenty of Poultry and other 
Fowles, no leſle ſtrange then delicate. 4 | 
. | Shortly , vpon our firſt arrivall in this Iland , the 
Gouernour and the reſt of his aſſiſtants in the Towne 
(as wee afterwards vnderſtood) ſent vnto our Cap- 
raine a proper Gentleman of meane ſtature, good 
complexion , and faire ſpoken , a principall Soul- 
dicr of the late ſent Garriſon, to view in what ſtate wee 
were. Arhis comming hee proteſted he came to vs of 
meere good will , for that wee had attempted, fo 
great and incredible a matter with ſo few men: and 
that at the firft they feared that wee had beene French, 
at whoſe hands they knew they ſhould finde no mercy : 
but after they perceiued by our Arrowes, that we were 
Engliſhmen , their feare were the lefle, for that ey 
FE | CW 
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knew , that though we tooke the Treaſure ofthe place, 
yet we would nor vſe cruelty rowards their perſons, 
Bur albeit chis his affetion gaue him cauſe enough, 
ro come aboard ſuch , whoſe vertues ſo he honoured, 
yet the Gouernour alſo had not only conſented to his 
comming , bur directly ſent him. vpon occaſion that 
diuers of the Towne affirmed ( ſaid hee) that they 
knew our Captaine, who the laſt two yeares had beene 
often on their coaſt , and had alwayes vied their ary 
ſons very well, And therefore defired to knowe , firſt, 
whether our Captaine were the ſame Captaine Drake 
orno ? and next, becauſe many of their men were 
wounded with our Arrowes , whether they were poy- 
ſoned or no? and how their wounds might beſt be 
cured? laſtly what viQualles wee wanted , or other 
neceſſaries 2 of which the Gouercour promiſed by 
him to ſupply and furniſh vs, as largely as hee durſt. 
Our Captaine although he thought this Souldier but 
a Spye: yet vied him very curteouſly , and anſwered 
him to his Goucrnours demands, That he was the ſame 
Drake whome they meant: it was neuer his manner to 


| poyſon his Arrowes ; they might cure their wounded 


by ordinary Mews 2s : as for wants hee knewe the 
Iland of Baſtzmicntos had ſufficient , and could furniſh 


him if hee liſted : but hee wanted nothing but ſome of 


that ſpeciall commodity , which that Countrey yeel- 
ded , to content himſelfe and his Company, And 
therefore hee aduiſed the Gouernour to hold open his 


eyes, for before he departed, if God lent him life and 


leaue, he meant to reape ſome of their Harueſt, which 


they get out of the Earth , and ſend into Spire to trou- 
ble all the Earth. | | 


To this anfwere vnlooked for , this Gentleman 
D2 replyed 
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replyed: Ifhe might withour offence moue ſuch a que= 
ſtion, whartſhould then be the cauſe , of our departing 
from that Towne at this time, where was aboue three 
hundred and ſixcy Tunne of filner ready for the Fleete, 
& much more Goldein value, reſting in yron cheſts in the 
Kings Treaſure-houſe> Bur when our Captaine had 
ſhewed him the true cauſe of his vnwilling retreat 
aboord ; heacknowledged, that we had noleſlſe reaſon 
in departing, then courage in attempting : and no 
doubt did eaſily ſee, that 1twas not for rhe Towne to 
ſceke Treuenge of vs, by manning forth ſuch Fregates 
or other veflels, as they had : pe better to content 2 
themſclues and prouide for their owne defence, Thus 
with great fauour and courteous entertainement, be- 


fides ſuch gifts from our Caprtaine. as moſt conten= 


red him : after dinner hee was in ſuch fort diſmiſſed, to 
make report of that he had ſeene, that he proteſted, he 
was neuer ſo much honored of any in his life, _ 

After his departure, the Negroe'forementioned, 
being examined more fully , confirmed rhis report of 
the gold and fluer , with many other intelligences of 
importance, eſpecially how wee might haue gold and 
filuerenough if we would , by meanes of the Symerons, 
whome though hee had betrayed diuers times (being 
vicd thereto by his Maſters ) fo that he knew they would 
kill him-, if they gat him : yet if our Captaine would 
yndertake his protcion, hee durſt aduenture his life, 
becauſe hee knewe our Captaines name was moſt pre- 
tious and highly honored of them, 

This report miniftred occaſion to further conſul- 
tation : for which, becauſe this place ſeemed nor the 


 fateſt ; as being neither the healthieſt nor . quieteſt, 


The next day in the morning wee. all ſet our courſe 


for- 
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for the Ile of Pixzos or Port Plenty, where wee had 1 
left our Ships, continuing all that day, and the next, | 
till rowards night before wee recouered it, Wee 
x were the longer in this courſe, for that our Capraine' 
' ſent away his brother and Es Hixon to the weſt- 
* ward, to ſearch the Riuer of Chagro , where himſcltc 
' had becne the yeare before, and yer was carcfull ro. 
gaine more notice of: it being a Riuer which tren- 
deth to the ſouthward, within fix leagues of Pana- 
4h, where is a litle\towne called Yerta Cruz , whence EE 
all the treaſure, that was viually brought thither from bo 
v | Panamaby Moyles, was imbarqued in Fregates, downe 
that Riucr into the North ſea, and ſo ro Nombre de 
Dios, Itcbbeth and floweth not farre into the land , | 
and therefore it asketh three dayes rowing with a | | 
fine Pinnace to paſſe from the mouth to Yeria Cruz , | 
but one. day and a night ſeruerh to returne downe the 
River | 
Ar our returne to our Ships, in our confultation , Augult. I» 
'.' * || Capamec Kayſe forecaſting diuers doubts , of our fate 
| continuance vpon that coaſt, being now diſcouered , 
was willing to depart : and our Captaine no lefle 
willing to diſmiſſe him: and therefore afſoone as our 
Pinnaces returned from Chagro , with ſuch aduerrtiſe- 
ments as they were ſent for , about cight dayes be-. 
fore : Captaine Raſe tooke his leaue , leauing vs in the Auguſt. 7. 
Ile aforeſaid ., where wee had remained fine or fix 
dayes, Inwhich meane tyme, hauing pur all things LE 
ina readines,, our Captaine reſolued; with his two l 
Ships and three Pinnaces to goe to Carthagene,whither 
in fayling we ſpent ſome 6. dayes,by reaſon of the calmes f 
which came often ypon vs : but all this time wee at- 
tewptcd nothing that wee might hauc done-by-the 
D 3 - way,. 
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way , neither at Tolow, nor otherwhere, becauſe wee 
would nor bee diſcouered, | | 

Wee came to anchor with our two Ships in the 
evening in ſeaucn fadome water , betweene the Ilands FS 
of Chareſha and Saint Barzards : our Captaine led 
the three Pinnaces., about the Iland ,into the harbor 
of Carthagene; where at the very entry, hee found a 
Fregarte at anchor , aboard which was onely one old 
man ;z who being demanded, where the reſt of his 
company was? anſwered , that they were gone aſhoare 
in thcir Gundeloe that cucning , to fight about a mi- 
ſtreſſe: and voluntarily related to our Caprtaine that FD 
rwo houres before night , there paſt by them a Pinnace, 
with ſayle and Oares, as faſt as cuer they could row, 
calling to him, whether there had not beene any 
Ergliſh or Frenchmen there lately ? and vppon anſwere 
that there had becne none: they bid them looke to 
themſelues : that within an houre, that this Pinnace 
was come to the vtterſide of Carthagene,there were many 
great Peeces ſhotoff, whereupon one going to top , 
ro deſcry what might bee the cauſe? eſpied , ouer the 
land , diners Fregates and ſmall ſhipping , bringing 
themſclues within the Caſtle. 

This report our Capraine credited, the rather, for | 
that himſelfe had heard the report of the Ordinance, 
at ſea, and percciued ſufficiently , that hee was now 
deſcried : notwithſtanding, in farther examination , 
of this old mariner , hauing vnderſtood , that there 
was, within the next point, a great ſhip of Siuell, 
which had here diſcharged her loading , and rid now 
with her yards acrofle, being bound the next mor- 
ning for Saint Dowz7g0: our Captaine tooke this old 
man into his Pinnace to: verifie that which hee had 

informed, 
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informed, and rowed towards this Ship , which as 
wee came neere it , hayled vs, asking whence our 
Shallops were > wee anſwered , from Nembre de Dios: 
ſtraight way they raild and reuiled : wee gaue no heed 
to theirwords, bu euery Pinnace, according to our 
Captaines order: one on the ftarboord bough , the 


other on the ſtarboord quarter, and the Captaine in 


the midſhip on the larboord fide, forthwith boarded 
her , though wee had ſome difficulty to enter , by rea - 
fon of her, 

But aſloone as wee centred vpon the decks , we threwe 
downe the grates and fpardecks , to preuent the 


Spaniards from annoying vs with their cloſe fights: 


who then perceiuing that wee were poſſefſed of theix 
Ship , ſtowed themſelues all in hold with their wea- 
pons, except two or three yonkers , which were found 
afore the beetes : when hauing lighr out of our Pinna- 
ces , wee found no danger of the enemy remaining, 
wee cut their Cables at halſe , and with our three 
Pinnaces , towed her without the Iland , into the 
ſound right afore the Towne , without danger of 
their great ſhott, _.. Ty 3 

Meane while, the Towne hauing intelligence here- 


of , by their watch, tooke thalarme, rong out their 


Be'ls , ſhotr off about thirty Peeces of great Ordi- 
nance, put all their men in a rcadines horſe and foote, 
came downe to the very point of the wood , and dil- 
charged their Caliuers , to impeach vs if they might, 
in going forth. 


The next mem {nj Ships tooke two Fregats , in Avguſt 14. 


which were two, who called themſelues the Kings 
Scrinanos , the one of Carthagene , th'other of Yeragus, 
wit h ſcaucn Mariners and two Negroes : who had

cight , being of two hundred forty Tunne.

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_ Yang beene at Nombre de Dios and were now boltind for Ce 
E- » thagene , with double letters of aduiſe , to certifie them 
that Captaine Drake hed beene at Nombre de Dios, had 
taken it, and had it not beene that bee was hurt with ſome 
2; bleſſed ſhett , by all likelihood hee had ſackt #t : hee was yes 
a1! 3 & 0 fl pon the Coaft : they ſhould therefore carefully prepare

After that our Captaine had brought all his fleer 
together : at the Scr/uanrrentreatics ,hee was content 
to doe them all fauor, in ſerting them and all their 

companies aſhore; and ſo bare thence with the Ilands 

E\ of Saint Brzards, abont three leagues off the Towne: 
where wee found great ſtore of fiſh for our refreſhing. 
| Here our Captaine confidering that hee was now 
- diſcoucred,ypon 2.ofthe cheefeſt places ofall rhe Coaſt, 
and yet not meaning to leaue it, till hee had found 
the $/23:2r095, and made his voiage, as hee had con- 
cciued, which would require ſome length oftime & ſure

The next morning our Captaine tooke his Pinnace Auguſt 15: 
very carly, purpoſing to goe a fiſhing ( for that there is 
| very great ſtore on all the Coaſt.) and falling aboord 
the Swanne , calleth for his brother to goe with him, 
| who rifing ſuddenly , anſwereth that hee would follow 
preſently, or if it would pleaſe him to ſtay a very little , 
heewould attend him. Our Captaine perceiuing the 
feate wrought , would not haſten him, butinrowing 
away , demanded of them , why their Bark was ſo 
deepe ? as making no great account of it: but by occa- 8: 
fion of this demand , his brother ſcht one downe to the 
Steward, to know whether there were any water in 
_ the Ship? or what other cauſe might bee? The Stew- .: | 
ard haſtily ſtepping downe at his viuall skuttle , was Pn ( 
wett vp to the waſte, and ſhifting with more haſtto 
come vpagaineas if the water bad followed him ,cryed

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ewes 


out thatthe Ship was full of water. There was no need 


to haſten the company , ſome to the pumpe,, others to 
ſearch for the leake , which the Caprtaine of the Bark 


ſeeing they did on all hands very willingly , hee fol- 


lowed his brother , and certified him of the ſtrange 
* chance befalne them that night; that whereas they 


had not pumpt twiſe in ſix weekes before , now the 

had fix toote water in hold : therefore hee defiret 

leaue from attending him in fiſhing , to intend 
the ſearch and remedy of-the leake : and when our 
Caprtaine with his company profered to goe to helpe 
them , hee anſwered, they had men enough aboord , 
and prayed him to continue his fiſhing , that they 
might haue ſome part of it for their dinner. Thus 
returning , hee found his company had taken great 
paine, but had freced the water very little : yet ſuch 
was their louc to the Barke (as our Captaine well 
knew) that they ceaſed not , but to the vtmoſt of 
their ſtrength, labourcd all that they might till three 
inthe afternoone : by which time, the company per- 
cciuing, that though they had* beene relieued by our 
Captaine hiniſelfe and many of his company , yet they 
were not able to free abouec a foote and a halfe of wa- 
tcr , and could haue no likelihood of finding the leake, 
had now a leſle liking of her then before , and greater 


content to hear of ſome means fot remedy:wherevpon 


our Captaine conſulting with them what they thought 
belt ro bee done: found that they had more defire 
to hauec allas he thought firt, then iudgement to con- 
ceiue any meanes of remedy. And therefore hee pro- 
pounded , that himſelfe would goc in the Pinnace , 
till hee could prouide him ſome hanſome Fregate, 


_ and that his brother ſhould bee Captaine [n the ad- 


amirall, 
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mirall , and the Maſter ſhould alſo bee there placed 


with him, inſteed of this : which ſecing they could 


not ſaue , hee would haue fired , that th'enemy might 
neuer recouer her : but firſt all the Pinnaces ſhould 
bee brought aboord her, that enery one might take 
out of her wharſocuer they lackt or liked.

the ſaid ſound: which within fiue dayes wee recoue- 


red, abſteining of purpoſe, from all ſuch occaſion, 
as might hinder our determination , or bewray our 
being vpon the Coaft. - Aſſoone as we arrived, where 
our Captaine intended , and had choſen a fic 
and conuenient road ( out of all trade) for our pur- 
poſe; wee repoſed our ſelues there, for ſome fifteene

| Fromthree a clocke till darke night wee rowed vp 


the ſtreame, but the current was ſo ſtrong downewards, 
that we gat but two leagues all that time, VVe moared 
our Pinnaces to a tree that night : for that 'prefently 


with the cloſing of the cuening , there fell a mon{trons 


ſhower ofraine, with ſuch ſtrange and terrible claps 


of thunder, and flathes of lightning, as made vs, not 
a little ro meruecll at, alchough our Captaine had betne 
acquainted with ſuch like in that Countrey, and told 
vs thar they continue, ſcldome longer then three quar- 


ters of an houre, This ſtorme was no ſooner ceaſt , but 


it became very calne, and therewith there came ſuch an 


innumerable multitude,of a kind of Flies of that Coun-

ſpi tefully, that we could not reſt all that night,nor find 
meanes to defend our ſelues-from them, by reaſon of 
the heate of the Countrey : the beſt remedy wee then 
tqund againſt them, was the juyce of Le mmons.

Acthe breake of day we Separced towing in the cddy, 
Gs 3 
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and haling vp by the trees where the eddy failed , with 
great labor, by ſpels, without ceaſing, each Com- 
pany their halfe houre glaſſe : withour meeting any, 
ull about three a clocke afternoone, by which time 
we could ger but fiue leagues a head, Then we eſpied 
a Canow with two Indians fiſhing in the River: but 
weſpake not to them, leaſt ſo wee might be deſcried : 
nor they to vs, as taking vs to be Spaniards, But with- 
in an houreafter wee eſpyed certaine houſes , on the 


other {ide of the Riuer., whoſe channel! is twenty fiue 


fathome deepe, and his hredth ſo great , thata man can 
{cantly be diſcerned from ſide to fide, Yer a Spaniard 
which kept thoſe houſes , had eſpicd our Pinnaces, and 
thinking wee had beene his Countrey-men , made a 


{moake, for a ſignall to turne that way, as being deſt- 


Tous ro ſpeake with vs, After that,we eſpying this ſmoak, 
had made with &, and were halfe the River ouer, he 
wheaucd vs with his hat,and his long hanging flecues to 


come aſhoare : But as we drew neerer vnto him, and he 


diſcerned that we were not thoſe he looked for,he tooke 
his heeles, and fled from his houſes, which we found to 


be, five in number, all full of white Ruske, dryed Bacon, 


that Country Cheeſe ( like Holland Cheeſe in faſhion, 
butfarre more delicate in rafte, of which they ſend into 
Spam as ſpeciall Preſents) many ſortes of fweet Meats, 


and Conſerues ; with great ſtore of Sugar : being pro- 


uided to ſerue the Fleetreturning to Spayn', 
VVith this ftore of Victuals we loaded our Pinnaces, 


and by the ſhutting in of the day we were ready to de-. 
part; for that we haſtned the rather, by reaſon of an in- 


telligence giuen vs by certaine Indian Women which 


we found in thoſe houſes : that the Fregates ( thefe ate

into the buſhes, and ſhot their Arrowes; butwee row- | / 
ed dowae the ſtreame, with the current for that the | 
winde was agalnſt vs) onely one league, and becauſe 
:t was night, Anchored till the morning , when wee 
rowed downe to the mouth of the Riner, where wee 
vnladed all our prouifions, and clenfed our Pinnaces, 
according to our Captaines cuſtome, and tooke it in 
againe , and the ſame day went to the weſtward. 
In this returne, wee deſfcried a Ship , a Bark, and' 
a Fregate , of which rhe Ship and Fregate went for 
Carthagene , but the Bark was bound to the: North- 
wards , with the winde eaſterly , fo that wee imagined 
ſhe had ſome ak; or treaſure going for Sparne : there- 
fore wee gaue her chaſe, but taking her, and finding 
_ nothing of importance in her, vnderſtanding that ſhe 
was bound for Sugar and Hides, wee let her goe , and 
hauing a good gale of winde, continued our former 
courſe to our Ship and company. ;

Theſe two being very ſenfible men , Choſen out by 


their Commander , did with all reuerence and reſpect, 
declare vnto our Capraine, that their Nation concei- 
ued greatjoy of his arriuall, becauſe they knew him to 
bean enemy to the Sraxzards , not only by his late be- 
ing in Nembye de Di2s, but alſo by his former voyages, 
and therefore were ready to affiſt and fauour his enter- 
priſes againſt his and their Enemies to the vttermoſt : 
and to that end their Captaine and Company, did 


ſtay at this preſent neerethe mouth of Rs Diego, to at- 


tend what anſwere and- order ſhould begiuen them : 
that they would haue marched by land , enen to this 
place, bur that che way is very long, and more trou- 
bleſome , by reaſon of many ſteepe Monntaines., deepe 
Riuers and thicke brakes : deſiring therefore, that it 
might ou our Caprtaine to take ſome order , as hee 
thought beſt , with all conuenient ſpeed in this behalfe, 
Our Captaine-coniidering the ſpeech of theſe perſons, 
and waighng ir withhis former intelligences had, 'not 
only by Negroes but Spaniards alfo , whereof hee was 
alwayes very carecfull : as alſo conferring it with his 
brothers informations of the great kindenefſe ,' that 
they ſhewed him being lately with them; after he had 
F-- hcard 
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heard the opinions of thoſe of beſt ſeruice with 'him, 
what were fitteſt ro be done preſently : reſolued hmſelfe 
with his brother, and the two Symerons, in his two 


Pinnaces to goe toward this Riuer, as he did the fame 


euening ; gluing order, that the,;Shippe and the reſt 
of his Fleet, ſhould the.next morning follow him , be- 
cauſe there was a place ofas great ſafety and ſufficiency, 
which his brother had found out neere the Riuer. The 
lafety.of it conſiſted , not only , in that which is com- 


 monall along that coaft from Tolowto Nombre de Dios, 


being abouc ſixty leagues, that itis a moſt myo and 
plentifull Countrey, and yet inhabited not with one 
Spaniard, or any for the Spaniards : but eſpecially 
in thatit lieth among a great many of goodly Ilands 
full of Trees, where, though there be channels , yer 
there are ſuch Rockes and ſhoales, that no man can 
enter by night, vvithout great danger, nor by day 
vvithour diſcouery , vvhereas our Ship might lye

The next day vve arriued at this Riuer appointed, 
vyhere vve found the: $5»zeroxs according to promiſe : 
the reſt of their number , vyere a milevp, ina vvood 
by the Riners fide, There, after vve had giuen them en- 
tertainement , and receiued good teſtimonyes of their 
joy and good vvill tovvards vs, vve tooke tvvo more 
ob them.into our Pinnaces,leauing our two men vvith 
the reſt of theirs, to march by land , to another Riuer 
called R379 Guans, vvith intent there to meete vvith 


another Company of Symeronr, vubich vere novv in 


the Mountaines. So vve departed that day from Rio 
Diego, vwvith our Pinnaces tovvards our Shippe , as 
maruelling that ſhee follovved vs notas vvas appoin-.

But tvvo dayesafter , vvee found her in the place 
vrhere yve left her , burin farre other ſtate, being much 
ſpoiled and. in great danger, by reaſon of a tempeſt

As ſoone as vve could trimme our Shippe, being 
ſome tvyo dayes, our Capraine ſent avvay one of his 
Pinnaces, tovvards the bottome ofthe Bay, amongſt 
the ſhoales and ſandy Ilands, ro ſound out the 
channell) for the bringing in of our Shippe neerer the 
maine.

The next day vvee follovved , and vvere ( vvith vva 
pilarage, direced ſafely into the beſt channell, vvir 
much adoe to recouer the Roade , among fo many 
flats and ſhoales. It vvas necre about fiue leagues from 
the Catiuaas , betvvixtan Iland and the maine, vvhere 
'vve moared our Shippe., The Iland vvas not aboue 
foure Cables length from the maine, being in quan- 
tity ſome three Acres of ground , flat and very full of 
Trees and buſhes. 


Wee vvere forced to ſpend the beſt part of three gege. 29, ] [ 


dayes, after our departure from our Port plenty, before 
we were quiet in this new-found:Road , which wee had 
bur newly entred , when our two men and the former 
Troupe of S:»2erons , with twelue other whom they 
had met in the Mountaines, came in ſightouer againſt 
our Shippe, on the maine: whence wee fet them all 
aboard, to their great comfort and our content : they 


rejoycing that they ſhould hane ſome fir opportunity, 


to wreake their wrongs onthe Spaniards: wee hoping 
that now our voyaye ſhould be bertered,

Rootes, ſtill contenting them for. that wee receiued : - - 
our Captaines principall intent in taking this and 0 | 
ther places by the way, not being forany other cauſe , q 
| _ but onelyto learne true intelligences , of the ſtate of 
| the Country and of the Fleeres, . | 
Hence. wee departed preſently , and rowed towards 
| wy. 1. Chareſhs + 
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Chareſhs the Iland of Carthagene , and entred in at Bo- 
cha Chica, and hauing the winds large , wee ſayl ed in 
cowards the Citty , and ler fall our Grappers betwixt 


_ theIland and themaine, right oner againſt the good- 


ly Garden Iland. In which our Captaine would not 
luffer vs to land, notwithſtanding our importunate 
deſire, becauſe hee knewe, it. might be dangerous : 
for that they are wont to fend Soldiers thither , when 
they know any men of warrte vppon the Coaſt : which 
wee found accordingly : for within three houres after, 


paſſing by the point of the Iland, wee hada Volly of 


of our men hurt. 


This euening wee departed to Sea: and the da 
following , being ſome rwo leagues off the Harbor, 
wee tooke a Bark, and found that the Captaine and 
his wife with che better ſort of the Paſſengers , had for- 
laken her, and were gonea ſhore in their Gundeloe: 
by occaſion whereof wee boorded without reſiſtance, 
though they were very well prouided , with Swords 


a hundred ſhot fromthem, and yet there was bur one 


and Targets and ſome ſmall Short , beſides foure iron 
- Baſes. Shce was: about fifry Tunne , hauing ten Ma- 


riners, five or {ix Negroes, great ftore of Sope and. 
ſweet Meats, bound from Saint Domingo to Carthagene. 
This Captaine left behinde hima filke Ancient witt 
his Armes, as might be thought, in haſty departing. 
Thenext day wee ſent all the company a ſhore to 
ſecke their Maſters, ſauing a young Neerito of three 
or foure yeares old , which wee brought away , but 
kept the Bark, and in her, bore into the-mouth of 
Caritagene Harbor where we Anchored.' 
That afternoone., certaine horſmen came downe ts 
the point bythe Vood fide, and with the —_— 
| Es OTC” 
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forementioned , Came towards our Bark with a Flag 


of Truce, defiring of our Captaine fafe condu@ for. 
his comming and going: the which being granted, 


hee came aboord vs, giuing our Captaine great 
thankes for his manifould fauors , &c. promifing 
that night before day breake, to bring aſmuch vidtu- 
all as they would defire , What ſhift ſo cuer hee made , 
or what danger ſocuecr hee incurd of law -and punith- 
ment. Burthis fell out to. be nothing bur a denice of 
the Gouernor forced vpon the $:r:ans , to delayrtime, 
till they might prouid ethemſelues of ſufficient ſtrength 
to entrappe vs : for which this fellow by his ſmooth. 


ſpeech , was thought a fitt meane, So by Sunne ri- Odo. 1 9. 


fing , when wee perceined his words but words, wee 
put to Sea to the weſtward of the Iland, ſome three 
leagues off, where wee layat Hull the reſt of all thar 
day and night. 


'The next day in the afternoone ,there came out of Of. 20.. 


Carthagene , two Fregats bound for Saint Domingo ,the. 
one of fifty, th'other of twelue Tonne , hauing nothing 
in them bur ballaſt: wee tooke them, within a league 
ofthe Towne , and came to Anchor with them, with- 
in Saker ſhort of the Eaſt Bulwark : there were in thoſe 
Fregats ſome twelue or thirxeene common Mariners , 
which intreated to bee ſeta ſhoare: tro them our Cap- 
raine gaue the great Fregates Gundelow , and dilmi(- 
ſed them. * 


The next metoncy, Hema nge came downe to the Of. 27. 


Weſter point with a flagge of: Truce , our Capraine 
mand one of his Pinnaces and rowed a ſhoare : when 
weewere within a Cables length ofthe ſhoare, rhe 
Spaniards fled , hiding themſciues in the Woods, as 
being afraid' of our Qrdinance; bur. indeed to drawe 
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vs on to, land 'confidently , and to preſume ef our 


ftr:nech, Our. Captaine commanding the Grapnell 
to bee caſt our of the ſterne ,, veered the Pinnace a 
ſhore, and aſloone as ſhee touched the ſand , heea- 
lone leapt aſhore in their ſighr, ro. declare that hee 
Ccurſt ſet his foote a land , but ſtayed not among them : 
to [ct them knowe , that though hee had not ſufficient 
forces to conquere them , ons tek had ſufhicent iudge- 
ment to take heed of them. And therefore-perceiuing 
their igtent ,afſoone as our Capraine was od we 
haled off vppon our Grapner and rid a while. They 


preſently came forth vpon the ſand , and ſentayourh, | 


as with a meſſage from the Gouernor , to know what 
our intent was , to ſtay thus vpon the Coaſt 2 om Cap- 
taine anſwered hee ment to trafhque with them : for 
hee had Tinne , Pewter, Cloth and other Marchan- 
dizethat theyneeded, The yourh ſwam back againewith 
this anſwere; and was preſently returned , with another 
meſſage : that,, The King had forbidden to traſftique 
with any forraine Nation for any commodities, ex- 
cept Powderand Shorte , of which it hee had any ſtore, 
they would bee his Marchants ; hee anſwered , that he 
was come from his Country, to exchange his commo- 
Cities for Gold and Siluer, and is.nort purpoſed to re- 


turne without his errand. They are like ( in his opini- 


on) to haue little reſt , if that by faire meanes they 
would not traffique with him. He gaue this Meſſenger 
a faire Shirt for, areward; and ſo returned. him: who 
colled his Shirt abozit his head and ſwamme. very tpe- 
dily. {Ou at rt 
We heard no anſwere all that day , and therefore 
toward night wee went aboord our Fregats and repo- 
icd our ſclues, ſetting and keeping very orderly Fo 
ew oh 
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chat night our watch , with great and ſmallſhorr. . 
 Thenextmorning the winde which had beene weſt- 
: erly in the cuening, altered to the eaſtward, Abour 
the dawning ofthe day , wee eſpied two Sayles tur- 
ning towards vs, where vpon our Captaine waighed 
| with his Pinnaces, leauing the two Fregats vamand. 
| But when wee were come ſomewhat nigh them, the 
winde calmed, and wee were faine to rowe towards 
them , rill thatapproaching very nigh wee ſawe many. i 
heads peering ouer boord. For, as wee perceiued , : | | | 
theſe two Fregates were mand and ſect forth out of Car- BL 
thagere , to fight with vs, and atleaſt ro empeach or 
buſy vs, whilſt by ſome meancs or other they might 
recouer the Fregates from vs: but our Captainepre- 
ucnted both their drifts, For commanding Johz Ox- 
zam to ſtay with the one Pinnace, to entertaine theſe | 
twomen of warre , himſelfe in the other made ſuch | 
ſpeed, that hee gate to his Fregates which hee had | | [þ 
left at Anchor, and cauſed the S2arzaras ( who in the | | &, 
meane_titne had gotten aboord in a ſmall Canow | 
thinking to haue towed them within the danger | 
of their ſhott) to make greater haſt thence , then they 
did thither, For hee found that in ſhifting thence , 
ſome of them were faine to ſwim a land ( the Canow 
| not being able to receiue them) and had lets their ap- 
| parell , _ their Rapicrs and Targets, ſome their 
Flaskes and Calliuers behinde them , although they 
were towing away of one of them: therefore conftde- 
ring that wee could not man them, wee ſunck the one, 
2nd burnt the other ;,"gwing them to vnderſtand by 
| this , that wee perceiued their fecrer practiſes; | £ As 
2 This being done,. he returned to lon Oxnam , wio OHkto, 22, |} 
all this while lay by the men of warre without proffe- | a. 
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ring of fight, And affoone as our Captaine was .. 
come vp to theſe Fregates, the wind blew. much from 
the Seca, ſo that, wee being betwixt the ſhoare and 
them , were in a manner forced to beare roome into 
the Harbor before them , to the great ioy of the S5a- 
z»lards who beheld it, in ſuppoſing , that wee would 
Rill haue fled before them, But afloone as wee were 
in the Harbor , and felt ſmooth water , our Pinnaces 
(as we were aſſured of) getting the winde, wee fought 
with them vpon th'aduantage, ſo that after a fewe 
ſhort exchanged, anda ſtorme riſing , they were con- 
res, prefie no neerer. Therefore as they lett fall 

nchors, wee preſently ler drop our Grapners. 
inthe wind of them , which the Spa» Soldiers ſce- 
ing, conſidering the diſaduantage of the winde, the 
Lkelithood of the torme to conrinue, and finall hope 
of doing any goed, they were glad to retire them- 
ſelues to the Towne. Bur by reaſon of the foule and 
tempeſtuous weather , wee rode there foure dayes ,

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' feeling great cold , by reaſon wee had ſuch ſore raines 


with weſterly winde , and fo little fuiccor in our Pinha- 
ces. | | 
The fiftday after , there came ina Fregate from 
the Seca, which ſeeing vs make towards her , ranne 
herſelte a ſhore, vnhanging her Rudder and taking 
away her Sayles , that ſhee might nor cafily bee car- 
ricd avvay. But when we were come vp to her, we per- 
cewied abouta hundred horſe and foote, with their

furniture, came downe to the point of the maine , 


where wee interchanged ſome ſhore with them. One 


of our great ſhort paſt ſo neerea brane Caualiere of 
theirs , that thereby they were occaſtoned to aduiſe 
IT > and ecent Boo! Wig" wECEr) Aero thcy. 
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might ſufficiently defend and reſcye the Fregare from 
vs,and annoyvs alſo , ifwee ſtayed long abour her. 
Therefore we concluded to goe to Sea againe , putting 
forth through Boca chica, with intent to take downe our 
Maſts , vpon hope of faire wether , and to ride vnder 
the Rocks called Les Serenas, which are two leagues 
offart Sea, as wee had viſually done aforetime, fo that 
they could not deſerne vs from the Rocks, But there 
the Sea was ſo mightily growne , that wee were for- 
ced totake the Harbor againe : where wee remained 
ſixe dayes , notwithſtanding the Spantaras _—_— Ne + 
greatly at our aboade there ſo long, put an other de- | 
utce in practiſe to indanger vs. 
For they ſent forth a great Shallop , a ine Gunde- 
loe , and agreat Canow , with certaine Spazyardr 
with Shott , and many 7ndjans with poiſoned Ar- 
rowes ,as it ſcemed, with intent to begin ſome fight, 
and then to fly. For atſoone as wee rowed rowards 
them and enterchanged ſhotte , they preſently reti- 
red and went a ſhoare into the woods, where an Am- - 
buſh of ſome ſixty ſhort were layde for vs: beſides 
s.: two Pinnaces and a Fregate warping towards vs, 
Which were mand as the reſt. They atttemed vs very 
boldly, being affiſfted by thoſe others , which from 
outof the wood, had: gotten aboord the Gundelo 
and Canow , and ſeeing vs bearing from them (which 
wee did in reipett of the Ambuſcado) they incouraged 
themſelues and affured their fellowes. of the day. Bur 
our Captaine weighing this their attempt, and being 
out of danger of their thott from the land , comman- 
ding his other Pinnace to be brought a head of him , 
and to ler fall their Grapners cach a head the other, 


cnuironed both the Pinnaces with Bonnets, as for a 
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tloſe fight , and then wheaucd them aboord him, 


They kept themſelucs vpon their Oares at Calli- 
uer ſhort diſtance', ſpending powder apace, as wee 
did ſome two or three houres ; we had one of our men 
enely ,, wounded in that fight: whar they had is vn- 


| knowe to vs , but wee ſawe their Pinnaces ſhotte 
through in diuers places, and the powder of one of 
them tooke on fire: vvhereupon vvee vvaighed, inten - 


ding to bearc;roome, to oner-runthem : vvhich they 
perceiving and thinking. that vvee vvould haue boor- 
ded them , rovved avvay amaine tothe defence vvhich 


| they had in the vvood ,, the rather becauſe they vvere 
diſappointed of their helpe , that they expected from 


the Fregate vvhich vvas vvarping tovvards vs , but by 


reaſon of the much vvinde that blevv', could not come 


to offend vs, or ſuccour them. 


Thus ſeeing that wee were ſtill moleſte1 , and no 
| hoperemained-of any purchaſe to bee had, in this 


place any longer, becaule vve vvere novv ſo notably 
made knovvne in thote parts., and becauſe our viduals 
grevvv ſcant; as foone as the vveather vvexed ſome- 
vyhat better ( the VVind continuing alvvayes VWeſter- 
ly, fo thatvve could not rerurne to our Shippes) our 
d] F : 
Captaine thought beſt to goe to the Eaſtyvard, to- 
vvards &70 prez, alongit the Coaſt, vvhere vvee had 


becne before , and found great ſtore of vicuals, 


But when after two dayes ſayling , we were arrined 
at the Villages of tore, where before wee had turni- 
iked our ſclues with. aboundance of Hens, Sheepe, 
Calues, Hogges,&c. Now wee found barenothing , 
not ſo much as any people left, for that they. by the 


Sraniards commandment were fled to the Mountaines, 
and had driuen.away:- all their Cattle , that wee might. 
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not be relecued by them, Herewith being very ſor- 


ry becauſe much of our viuall in our Pinnaces was | 


ſpoild, by the foule weatherart Seca, and raines in Har- 
bour :a Fregate being deſcrycd at Sea reuiued vs, and 
put vs.1n ſome Rado 4 the time, that in her we ſhould 
finde ſufficient; and thereupon it may eatily be guel- 
ſed, how much wee laboured to recouer her: but when 
we had boarded her, and vnderitood , that thee had 
ncither meate nor 'money, but that ſhe was bound for 
Rroprand,, to take in prouifion vpon bils, our great 
hope conucrted into grecfe, 


Wee endured with our allowance ſeauen or eight 


day:s more, proceeding to the Eaſtwards, and bea- 


ring roome for Saya Mariha , vpon hope to finde ſome 
ſhipping in the Roade ,,or Limpers on the Rockes , 
or fuccour againſt the ſtorme in that -good Harbor. 
Being arriued, and ſeeing no ſhipping, we anchored 


vader the Weſter point, where is high land, and , as 


we thought, tree fafety from the Towne, which is in 


the bottome of the Bay , not intending to land there, 


becauſe wee knew: that it was fortified, and that they 


had intelligence ofvs, But the Spaniards knowing vs 


to be Men of warre, and miſliking that wee ſhould 


ſhroud vnder their Rockes, without their lcaue , had 


conueyed fome thirty or forty ſhot among the cliftes, 
which annoyed vs fo ſpitefully and ſo vnreuengedly 


(for that they lay hidden behind the Rockes, bur wee | 


lay open to them ) that wee were foone weary of our 


Harbour, and enforced, for all the torme withour, and 


want within, to put to Sea, which though theſe Ene- 


mies of ours were well contented withall , yer for a 
farewell , as wee came open ofthe Towne , they. ſent 


vsa.Culuerine ſhot, which made a neere eſcape., fc 
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1t fell betweene our Pinnaces , as wee were vpon con- 


ans.

ference of what was beſt tobe done, The Company 
aduiſed that ifit pleaſed him , they might put them- 


lelues a land, ſome place to the Eaft-ward to get vi-

_ great aſtorme in ſo- leake a Pinnace, Bur our Cap- 


taine would in no wiſe like of that aduice , hee thought 
ic better to beare vp'towards Rto de Hara, Or Corica? with 
hope there to haue plenty without great reliſtance, 
becauſe hee knewe, cither the Ilands were not very 
populous, or elſc it were very likely that there would 
be tound Shippes of victuall ina readines, | 

_ The Company of the other Pinnace anſwered, 
thar, they would willingly follow him through the 
World, bur in this they coulde not fee how , either 
their Finnace ſhould live in that Sea, without being 
catenvp inthat ſtorme , or they themſelues able to en- 
dure ſo long time, with ſo ſlender prouiſion as they had, 


viz, onely one Gammon of Bacon and thirty pound 


of Bisker tor eighteene men, Our Captaine replyed, 
that they were better prouided then himſelte was , who 
had but one Gammon of Bacon, and forty pound of 
Bisket for his twenty foure men : and therefore hee 
doubted not bur they would take ſuch part as hee Cid, 
& willingly depend vpon Gods Almightie proutdence, 
which neuer faileth them that truſt in him : with that he 
hoyſed his fore-ſayle, & ſethis courſe for Corrceao, which 
the reſt perceiuing with forrowfull hearts in reſpe& of 
the weake Pitnace , yerdeſirous to follow their Cap- 

faine, conſented to rake the ſame courſe. 
\Ve had nor fayled paſt three leagues, but wee had 
elpyeda fayleplying to the Weſtward with her two 
TY coarles,

coarſes', to. our great joy, who vowed together, that

we would haue her, or elſe it ſhould coſt vs deare. } 


Bearing with her, we found her to be a Spaniſh Ship 


of aboue ninty Tunne, which being wheaued a maine 
by vs, deſpiſed our ſummons, and thot off her Ordi- 
nance at vs. Fo : 
The Seca went very high , ſo that it was not for vs, 
to attempt to board her, and therefore wee made fit 
fmall fayle to attend vpon her, and keepe her com- 
any to her {mall content, till fairer weather mighr 
lay the Sea, Weeſpent not paſt two houres in our at- 
rendance,till it pleaſed God,aftera great ſhevvr to ſend . 


vs a reaſonable calme , ſo that we might vſe our Peeces - 


and approach her at pleaſure, in ſuch ſort that in ſhort 
time we had taken her; finding her laden with victuall 

well poudred and dryed, which at that preſent wee 3M 
recciued as ſentvs of Gods great mercy, After all 
things vvere ſet in order , and that the Winde in- 
creaſed tovvards night , vve plyed offand cn, till day, | | 
at vvhattime our Captaine ſent in Edward Hixon, vvho Nou. 13. "vs 
had then charge of his Pinnace, to ſearch out ſome Har- 1. 
bor along the Coaſt: who hauing found ont a little 
one, ſome tenne or twelue leagues to the Eaſt of 

Santa Martha, where in ſounding he had good ground 

and ſufficient water, preſently returned, and our Cap- 

taine brought in his new Prize, Then by promiſing = 
liberty , and all theira pparell to the Spaniards which 
we had taken, if they would bring vs to water and 
treſh viQuals , the rather by their meanes , wee ob- 
tained of the inhabitants Indians, what they had 
which was plentifull, Theſe Indians were clothed,and 
gouerned by a Spaniard which dwelt in the next Tovvne, | 
not paſta lcague off: we ſtayed there all day, watering | 
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48 Sir Francis Drake . 
and wooding, and prouiding things 'neceſſary , by 
gining content and ſatisfaction to the Indians, But 
cowards night our Captaine called all of vs aboard, 
(onely leauing rhe Spaniards lately taken in the 
Prize aſhoare , according to our promiſe made them, 
to their great content , who acknowledged that our 
Captaine did them a tarre greatcr fauour, in ſetting 


them freely ar liberty, then hee had done them dil- 


pleaſure intaking their Ship) and ſo ſer ſayle, 

The fickeneſſe which had begunne to kindle 
amongſt two or three dayes. before , did this day 
ſhewe it ſelfe,, in Charles Glub , one of our Quarter- 
Maſters, a very tall man, and a right good Mariner, 


taken away to the great greete both of Captaine and. 


Company, What the cauſe of this malady was , we 
knewe nor of certainety, we imputed it to the colde, 
which our men had taken, lying without ſuccour in 
the Pinnaces, Bur howſoeuer it was , thus it plea- 
ſed God to viſit vs, andyet in fauour to reftore vnto 
health ,all the reft of our Company , that were tou- 
ched with this diſeaſe , which were not a few. 
- Thenext morning being faire weather, though 
the VWinde continued contrary, ourCaptaine com- 


 manded the 1Mimwin his lefler Pinnace , to haſten 


away before him towards his Shippes at Fort Drego 


within the Cabegasto cary newes of his comming, and 


to put all[chings ina readineſle for our Land journey, 
if they heare any thing of the Fleets arriuall by the 
Sr1mer025 , giuing the Aron charge it they wanted 
Vine, to take Sazxt Brraards in their wy , and there 
take in ſome ſuch portion as they thought good, of 
the Wines which we had there hidden in the ſand. 
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ſo that within a ſeauen-nightafter the Xinion departed 
| from vs, we came to Sai Bernards , where we ſtayed 
many houres, finding but twelue Botijos of Wine, 
| ___ of all the ſtore wee left , which had eſcap d the cu- 
rious ſearch of the Enemy ( who had beenc chere) for 
that they were deepe in the ground, | 
| Within fourc or fiuedayes after , we came to our Ncu, 27. 
Ship, where we found all otnzr things in good order, 
but receiued very heauy newes of the death of 1h» 
Drake our Captaines brother, and another young 
man called Richard Allen . which were both flatie ac 
one time, as they attempted the boarding of a Fre- 1 
gate within two dayes after our departing from { 
them, 
The manner of it ( as wee learned by examination 
of the Company) was this: when they ſaw this Fre- _. 
gateat Seca, (as they weregoing towards their Fort "4.4561 
with planckes to make the Platformes ) the Com- | 
pany were very importunateon him , to giue chaſe and | | 
{ct ypon this Fregate , which they. deemed had beene —M 
a fit booty for them, Bur he told them, that they wan- | 
ted weaponsto aſſule , they knew not how the Fregate 
was provided , they had their boat Ioaden with | 
planckes, to finiſh that his brother had commanded, 
Bur when this would not ſatisfie them , but that ill 
they vrged him wit! words and ſuppoſals: If you will 
nceds faid he aduenture, it ſhall neuer be ſaid that I 
will be hindmoſt , neither ſhal! you report to my Bro- 
ther, that you loſt your voyage by any covvardiſe you 
tound in me, | 
Thereupon euery man ſhifted as they might for 
the time: and heauing their planckes ouer board, 
cooke them ſuch poore vveapons as they had: vz. a 
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broken pointed Rapicr, one old Viſgee and a ruſty 
Caliuer :-/-4» Drats tooke the Rapier, and made a 
Gantlet of his Pillavy., Kichard Allen the Vil pee, both: 
fanding in the head of the Pinnace, called the Ez-#, 
Robert tooke the Caliuer and fo boarded. Burt they 
found the Fregate armed round avout vvith a cloſc 
hghtof hides, tull of Pikes and Caliuers, vvhich vvere 
diſcharged in their faces, and deadly' vvounded 
thoſe that vvere in the Forc-ſhippe, 1chz Drave in the 
belly , and Rrchard Alex in the head, Br notvvichſtan- 
ding their vvounds, they vvith Oares ſhifted off the 
Pinnace, got cleare of the Fregate , and vvith all haſt 
recoucred their Shippe , vvhere vvithin an houre after 
this young man of great hope, ended his dayes , great- 
ly lamented of all the Company. ] 
Thus hauing moared our Shippes faſt | our Cap- 
taine reſolued to keepe himſelte cloſe, vvithour be- 
ing deſcried, vntill he might heare of the comming 
of the Spaniſh Fleet, and therefore ſet no more to 
Sea, but ſupplyed his vvants , both for his ovvne 
Company and the Symerons , out of his foreſaid Mzga- 
zine , befides daily out of the vvoods, vvith vvilde 
Hogges , Pheaſants and Guanas , continuing in 
health, ( God be praiſed) all the meane time, vvhich 
vyas a month ar leaſt, till at length about the be- 
ginning of Ianuary, halte a ſcore of our Company 
fell dovvne ficke together , and the moſt of chem 
dyed vvithin tvvo or three dayes : fo long that vve 


- had thirty at atime ficke of this Calemwmre , vvhich at- 


tache our, men, cither by reaſon of the ſuddaine 
change from cold to heare , or by reaſon of brackiſh 
vvater vvhich had beene taken in by one Pinnace, 
through the ſloth of their men in the mouth of the-_ 
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Riner , not,rovving further in vvhere the vvater 


vvas good, 

Among the reſt, 1»eph Drake another of his bre- 
threndyed in our Captaines armes , of the ſamedi- 
ſeaſe : of vvhich, that the cauſe mighr bee the better 
diſcerned , and conſequently remedyed , to the re- 
cefe of others, by our Captaines appointment hee 
was ript open by i Surgeon , who found , his Liver 


ſwolne, his heart as it were ſodden , and his guts 


all faire, This was the firſt and,laſt experiment that 
our Captaine, made of Anatomy in this voyage. 
The Surgeon that cut him vp ,ouer-liued him not 


paſt foure dayes, although hee were not touche with 


thar ſickeneſſe , of which he had becne recouered 
aboue a month before : but onely of an ouerbold 
practiſe which he would needs make vpon himſelfe, 
by recciuing an ouer-ſtrong purgation of his owne de- 
uice: after which taken , hee neuer ſpake , nor his bo 
recouered the health which hee loſt by taſting it , il 
he ſaw England. | 

The Symerons, who , as is beforeſaid , had beene 
entertained by our Captaine in September laſt , and 
viſually repaired to our Ship, during all the time of our 
abſence, ranged the Country vp and downe, betweene 
Nombre de Dios and vs , to learne what they might 
for vs : whercof they gaue our Captaine aduertiſement 
fromtime, totime, as now particularly , certaine of 
them lethim vnderſtand , that the Fleetc was certainely 
arrined at Nombre de Dos. 


Therefore he ſent the Ly-n, to the ſeamoſt Iland Tan- 30. 


of the Catiuzrzs, to deſcry the truth of the report: by 
reaſon it muſt nceds bee, that it the Fleete were in 
Nombre de Dios , all the Fregates of the Countrey

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would repaire. thitherwards with victuall. 

The Lyoz within few dayes deſcryed that- ſhee 
was ſent. for , efpying a Fregate which ſhee. pre- 
ſently boarded and tooke , laden with Mas, Hens, 
and Pompions from To/on , who aſſured vs of the 
whole truth , of the arriuall of the Fleete : in this 
Fregate were taken one woman and twelue men, 
of whome one was the Scrivars of Tolru, Theſe wee 
Vied very courtcoully , keeping them dilligently 
guarded from- the deadly haired of the Szmerons, 


who ſought daily. by all meancs they could to ger 


them of our Capraine , that. they might cur their 
taroats ,' to Teueng e their wrongs. and 1njuaies , 
which the Spaniſh Nation had done them : but our 
Captaine perlwaded them not to touch them , or 
them ill countenance, while rhey were in his charge : 8& 
tooke otder for their ſafety, not only in his preſence, 


| butallo in his abſence. For when he had prepared to 


take his journey for Panames by land , he gaue Edward 
Hixom charge of his owne Ship and Company, & eſpe: 
cially of thoſe Spaniards whoine hee had pur into 


the great Prize, which was haled a ſhoare to the 


Iand ( which we termed ſlaughter Tland, becauſe fo 

many of our men dycd there) and vied as a ſtore-houlſe 

for oyr ſelues, anda, priſon for our Enemits, . | 
A!l things thus ordered , our Captaine. confer-. 


ring with his Company and the Chictcſt of the S1me- 


roms , What proviſtons were to bee prepared for this 
great and long jeurney*, what kince of weapons, 
whar ſtore of viduals, and what. manner. of apparel!: 
was eſpecially aduifed, to cary as great ſtore of 


Shooes as poſſibly hee might, by reaſon of fo many 


Rwers, with ſtongs and graucllasthey were to paſſe,

Ar. whar time there had dycd rwenty eight 
of our men, and a fewe whole .men were leit aboard 
with Edward Hixom , to: keepe the Shippe and tend 
the ſicke , and guard the prifoners., | 

Ar his departure our Captaine gaue this Maſter 
ſtraite charge, in any caſe: not to truſt any meſſen- 
ger, that ſhould come in his name with any to- 
kens, vnleſſe hee brought his hand writing : which 
he knewe could not be countertcited , by the Symerons 
or Spaniards, Th i: 

We were in all forty cight, of which cighteene 
onely were. Engliſh, the reſt were Symrrons, which 
beſides their Armes, bare eucry one of them, a great 


quanriry of victuall and prouifion, ſupplying onr

want of cariag-sin ſo long a march, fo that wee were 


not troubled with any thing but our furniture, And 
becauſe they could not cary enough to fuſhce vs al-

They haue euery one ofthem two ſortes of Ar-_ 


rowes., the one to detend himſclfe and offend the ene- 
my the other to kill his victualls. Thele for fight are 
ſomewhat like the Scotiſh Arrowe; oncly ſomewhat 
longer , and headed with iron , Wood or Fiſhbones. 
but the Arrowes for-prouiſion are of three ſorts , the

After our Captaine had aſcended to this Bower , | 
with the cheefe Symrron, and hauing as it pleaſed God, 
at that time , by reaſon ofthe brize , a very faire day , 
had ſeene that Seca, of which hee had heard ſuch gol 
den reports : hee heſought Almighty God of his 
3 goodnes , to giue him lite and leaue ro ſayle once in 
| an Engliſh Ship in that Sea: and then calling vp all 
the reſt of our men, acquainted John Oxnem eſpecial- 
ly with this his'peticion and purpoſe , if it would

for that wee -had all put our ſhirts ouer our other 
apparell, that wee might be ſure to knowe our owne 
men inthe pell mellinthe night, By meanes of this 
fight, the Cavalier putting ſpurs to his Horſe, rode 
a falſe gallop, as deſirous not onely himſelfe to be 
ſrce ofthis doubt; which he imagined, but alſoto giue 
aduertiſement to others that they might auoid it, 

Our Captaine who had heard and obſerued (by 
xcaſon of the hardneſle of the-ground and ſtilneſle of 
the night) the change of this Gentlemans trot to a 
gallop, ſuſpeed, that he was diſcouered , but could 
Not imagine by whoſe fault, neither did the time giue 


| him leaſure to ſearch, And therefore conſidering that 
. it might be, by reaſon of the danger of the place , well 


knowne to ordinary trauellers : wee lay ſtill in expeQa- 
tion of the Treaſurers comming , who was by this 
timc within halfea league, and had come forwardes 
to vs, but thatthis Horſeman meeting him , and (as 
-Weafterwards lezrned by the other Recves) making re- 
Lyort to him, what hee had ſeene preſently that wg, 
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what hee heardof Captaine Drake this. long time, 
and what hee conjeured to be. moſt likely : v/z. that 
the ſaid Captaine Drake, or ſomefor him, diſapointed 
of his expeQation, of gettingany great Treaſure, both 
at Nombre de Dios and other places , was by ſome 
meanes or other come by land, incouert through the 
woods vnto this place to: ſpeed of his purpoſe : and 
thereupon perſwaded him to turne his Reco outofrhe 
way, & let the other Recoes, which were comming after 
to paſle on, They were whole Recoes, and loaden but 
with vials for the moſt part, ſo that the loſſe of 
them .were farre lefle if the worſt:befell , and ” the 
ſhould ſerue to diſcouer them as well as the beſt. * 

Thus by the rcchleſneſſe of one of our Company, 
and by the/carefulneſſe of this Traueller , we weredil- 
appointed of a moſt rich booty, which is to be thought 
God would notſhould be taken. for that by all ike- 
lihood it was well-gotten by that Treaſurer. Fats 

The other two Recoes were no ſooner come vp to 

vs, bur being ſtayed and ſeaſedon, one of the cheete 
Carriers a very ſenſible fellow, told our Caprtaine by 
what meanes wee were diſconered, and counſelled vs 
to ſhift for our ſelues betimes, vnleſſe vvce were able 
to encounter the whole force of the City and Coun- 
trey which before day would be about vs. 

It pleaſed vs but little, that vvee were defeated of 
our golden Recor, and that in theſe we could finde not 


paſt ſome two Horſe-loade of filuec : but it greeued 


our Captaine much more; that hee vvas diſcouered, 
and that by one of his owne men. But knowing it 
bootlefle to greeue at things paſt, and hauing learned 
by experience, thatall ſafety in extremities conſiſteth 
1a taking of time;after no long conſultation with Pedro, 
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the cheefe of our 'Symerons , vvho declared thar there 
vvere but two vvayes for him : the one to traucll backe_ 
againe the ſame ſecret: way they. came, for foure 
leagues ſpace into: the, VVoods : or clic to. march. for- 
ward ,-by the high way to Fen Cruz, being two lea- 
gues , and make a way vvith his Sword through the 
Enemics, Hee reſolued , conſidering the long and 
weary marches: that vyee had taken., and cheefely 
that laſt -enening and day. before ; to take now the 
ſhorteſtand readieſt vvay ; as chooſtng rather to en- 
counter his Enemies vvhile hee had ſtrength remai- 
ning, then to bee. encovntred or chaſed vvhen vvee 
ſhould be worne our yvith vvearineſle : principall 
novv hauing the Moyles, to caſe them that vvould, 
ſome partof the vvay. 


Therefo:e commanding all to refreſh themſelues 
moderatly'vvith ſuch ſtore of victuall , as vve . had 
Las : hee Hgnified his reſolution and 
reaſon to them all: asking Pearo by name, vvhether hee 
vyouldgiue his hand notto forlake him (becauſe hee 
knew'thart the reſt of the Symerons would alfothen ſtand 
faſt and firme, ſo faithfull are they to their Captaine.) 
Hee being very glad of his reſolution , gaue our Cap- 
taine k& hand , and vowed that hee vvould ratherdye 
at his foote, then leaue him to the Enemics, if hee 
held this courſe, | | 
So hauing ſtrengthned out ſeluesfor the time, vve 
rooke our journey towards Yemta Cruz , vvith helpe 
of the Moyles, till yvce came vvithin a mile of the 
Towne, vvhere vvce turned away the Recoes, charging 
the Conducters ofthem , not to follow vs, vpon paine 
rims, | | 
There the vvay is cut throughthe Woods , abour 
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cenne or twelne foote broade, ſo as two Recoes may 
paſſe' one by another. The fruirfulneſſe of the ſoyle, 
cauſeth that vvith often ſhredding & ridding the vvay 
thoſe Woods grow as thicke as our hickeft hedges 
in England that are oftneſt cur, . - 
To the midſt of this Wood , aCompany of Soul- 
dicrs, vvhich continually lay in that Towne , to defend 
it againſt the Symeross vvere cometorth, to ſtoppe vs 
if they might on the vvay, if nor,.to retrait to their 
ſtrength , and there ro expe&t vs. A Conuent of 
Fryers of vvhome one vvas become a Leader , joyned 
vvith theſe Souldiers, to take ſuch paete as they did, 
O.r Captaine vnderſtanding by our rwo Syzerons, 
vvhich vvith great heedfulneſſe'and filence, marched 
novv, but about halfe a flight-ſhot before vs, thar it 
was time for vs to arme & take vs to our weapons, for 
they knew the Enemy vvas at hand,by ſmelling of their 
match and hearing of a noylſe : had giuen vs charge , 


that no one of vs ſhould make any ſhot, vntill the. 


Spaniards had firſt ſpent their volly + vvhich he thoughe 
they vvould not do: before they had ſpoken , as indeed 
fell out: For as ſoone as vve vvere vvithin hearing, a 
Spaniſh Capraine cryed aloud , Hoo , our Captaine 
anſwered him likevviſe , & being aemanded, Que gente? 
replyed Erg/iſhmen, But vvhen the ſaid Commander 
charged him in the name of the King of Spazwe his Ma- 
ſter , that wee ſhould yeeld our ſelues, promifing in 
the word and faith of a Gentleman Souldier , that if 
we would ſo doe, he would vſe vs with all curteſfic; our 
Captaine drawing ſomwhat neere him ſaid : Thar for 
the honour of the Queene of E-g/and his Miſtreſſe, hee 
muſt haue paſſage that way : and therewithall diſchar- 
ged his Piſtoll rowards him. i

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Fryers andall, although divers of our men were woun- 
ded, and one Symeren eſpecially was runne through 
with one of their Pikes , whoſe courage and minde 
ſerued him ſo well notwithſtanding , that hee renen- 

ed his owne death ere hee dyed , by killing him 
that had giuen him that deadly wound, 

Wee, with all ſpecd, following this chaſe, en- 
tred the Towne of Yemta Cr«s , being of abour fotry 
or fifty houſes , which had both a Gouernour and 
other Otficers and ſome faire houſes, with many 
Store-houles large and ſtrong for the Wares, which 
were brought thither from Nomore a2 Dyos, by the River 
of. Chapyo , {6 to be tranſported-by Moyles to Panama: 
beſtdes ths Monaſterie where wee found aboue a 
thouſand Bulles and Pardons newly ſent thither from 
Rome. 

In thoſe houſes wee found three Gentlewomen, 
which hd lately beene deliuered of Children there, 
though their dwelling were in Nombre de Dz2s, becauſe 
it hath beene ovſerued oflong time , as they reported 
to'vs, that. no Sparrard or White woman could cuer 
bee delivered in Nombre de Dios with ſafery of their 


_ Children , bur that within two or three dayes they di- 


ed ; notwithſtanding thar being borne and brought 

vp in this Yer Cruz Or Panarm: five or fixe yeares, and 

then brought to Nombre de Dzos, it they eſcaped ficknes 
the firſt or fecond'monrh , they commonly liued in it 

as heaſrhily as in any other place : although no ſtranger 

(as they ſay) can endure there any long time, without 

great danger of death or extreame ſicknes. 

Thoughar our firſt comming into rhe Towne with 
Armes ſo ſuddenly , theſe Gentlewomen were in great 
are : yet becaule our Capraine had giuzn ſtraitcharges 
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tO all the Symerons (that while they were in his com- 
Pany , they ſhould neuer hurt any woman, nor man 1 
that had not weapon in his hand to doe them 
I: hurt, which they crneſtly promiſed , and no lefle faith.

Thus wee hauing ended our buſines in this Towne, 
and the day beginning to ſpring, wee marched ouer 
the Bridge, obſcruing the ſame order thatwee did be- 
fore. There wee were all ſafe in our opinion , as if 
wee had beene enuironed with Wall and Trench: for 
that no Spexiard without his extreame danger couid 
follow vs. The rather now , for that our Symerons 
were growne very valiant, But our Captaine conſft- 
dering that hee had a long way to paſſe, and that hee 
had beene now well neere fortnight from his Ship , 
where hee had left his Company but weake by rea- 
fon of their ſicknes, haſtned his jorneys aſmuch as he 
might , refuſing to viſit the other Syero9s Townes 
( which they earneſtly defired him )and encouraging 
his owne Company with fuch example and ſpeech 


that the way ſeemed much ſhorter. For hee marched 
4 


moſt cheerefully. and aſſured vs , that hee doubred 
not bur ere hee left that Coaſt , wee ſhould all bee 
bountifully payd and recompenſed for all thoſe paines 
taken : but by. reaſon of this our Caprtaines haſte, and 
leauing of their Townes , wee marched many daycs 
with hungry tomackes , much againſt the will of our 
Symerons : who if wee would haue ſtayed any day from 
this continuall journeying, would haue killed for vs 
victuall ſufficient. 

2In our abſence, the reft of the Synerons had built 
alittle Towne within three leagues off the port where 
our Ship lay. There our Captaine was: contented , 
vppon their great and earneſt intreaties to make ſome 
ſtay, for that theyalleaged, it was onely builr for his 
fake. And indeed hee conſented the rather, that the- 
want of ſhooes might bee ſupplyed by meanes of the 
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 Symerons, who werea great helpe vnto vs : all our men 


complayning of the tendernes of their feete , whom 
our Captaine would himſelfe in their complaint ac- 
company ſomtimes without cauſe , but ſometimes 
with cauſe indeed, which made the reſt to beare the 
burthen the more eaſily. 
Theſe Symerons during all the time that weewere 
with them, did vs continually very good ſeruice, and in 
particular in this journey, being vato vs inſteed of intel- 
lIigencers, to aduertiſe vs; of guides in our way to diret 
vs; of purueiors to prouwde victualls for vs; of houſe: 


wrights to build our lodgings; and had indecd able 


and ſtrong bodics carying all our neceſlaries , yea 
many times when ſome of our company fainted with 


ſicknes or wearines , two Symerons would carry him 


with eaſe betwene thetn two miles together, and ar 
other times when need was they would ſhew them- 
{clues no lefſe valiant then induſtrious and of good 
wdzement. | 


From this Towne, at our firſt entrance in the euen 
on Saturday , our Caprtaine diſpatched a Symercx with 


a token and certaine order to the Maſter , who had 
this three weekes , kept good watch againft the enemy, 


and ſhifted in the woods for freſh vicuall, for the re- 
leefe and recouery of our men left aboord, Aſſoone 
as this meſſenger was come to the ſhoare, calling to 
our Ship, as bringing ſome newes, hee was quickly 
ictt aboord , by thoſe which longed to heare of our 
Captaines ſpeeding : but when hee ſhewed the tooth- 
pike of gold., which hee ſaid our Captaine had ſent 


for a tokcn'to -Edrard H7x9w, with charge to meete 


him ar ſuch a River : though the Maſter knew well 


the Captaines Tooth+pike : yet by reaſon of his ad- 
| monition 
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| monition and cauear given him at parting , hee 
| (though he bewrayed no figne of diſtruſting the Sy 


meron ) yet ſtood as amazed , leaſt ſomething had 


befalten our Captaine otherwiſe then. well, | The 


Symeren perceiuing this, tolde him , that it was night 
when hee was ſent away, ſo that our Capraine could 


| not ſend any letter, bur yet with the point of his 


knife , hee wrote ſomething vpon the Tooth-pike, 
which (hee (aid) ſhould be ſufficient to gaine cre- 
dit tothe meflenger, | Sb 
Thereupon the Maſter lookt vpon it , and fawe 
written By ##e Francis Drake ,, wherefore hee beleined , 
and according to the meſſage, prepared what pro- 
nifton hee could ,, and repaired to rhe mouth of the 
Riuer of T OVTHgDS as the SFNREYONS chat went with him. 
then named it, | 

That after noone towards + three a clocke , we were 
come downe to that Riuer, not paſt halfe an houre, be- 
fore wee ſawe our Pinnace ready cometo receme vs : 
which was vnto vs all a double reioycing : firlt that 
wee ſawe them , and next ſo ſ{oone : our Captaine 
with all our Company praiſed God moſt hartily , for 
that wee ſawe our Pinnace and fellowes againe, 

We all ſeemed to theſe who had Ilmed atreft and - 
plenty all this while aboard, as men ſtrangely chang- 
cd (our Captaine yet not much changed) in counte. 
nance and plight: and indeed our long faſting and 


ſore trauell might ſomewhat fore-pine and waſte ys : 


but the greefe wee drew inwardly, for that wee re- 


turned without that Gold. and Treaſure wee hoped 


for, did no doubt ſhewe her. print. and footeſteps in

The reſt of our men which were then miſſed , could 
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nottrauellſo wellas our Capraine, and therefore were 
left atthe Indian new Towne: and the next day wee 
Fez.23, TFowed to anather Riuer in. the bottome of the Bay

our Magaſines and Storchouſes of victuall were rea- 
ſonably furniſhed , and the Country it ſelfe was fo 
plentifull, that eucry man might prouide for himſelte 
if the worſt befell: and vicuall might hereafter bec 


prouided abundantly aſwell. as now : whereas the 


Treaſure never floateth vpon the Sea , ſo ordinarily as 
at this time, of the Fleets being there , which time in 
no wiſe may bee negleQed. __ 
The Synerons being demanded alſo their opinton, 
for that they were experienced in the particularities of 
all the Townes thereabouts , as in which , ſome or 
other of them had ſerned : declared that by Yeragwa 
Sinnior Pezoro ſometime their Maſter from whome 
they fled , dwelt not in the Towne for feare of ſome 
ſurpriſe , but yer not farre off from the Towne , tor 
his better releete : in a very ſtrong houſe of ſtone, 
where hee had dwelt ninteene yeares atleaſt, neuer 
trauelling from home, vnleſle happily oncea yeare to 
Carthagene or Nombre de Dios when the Fleers were 
there : hee keepeth a hundred lanes ar leaſt in the 
Mincs , each flaue being bound to bring in dayly 
clecre gaine (all charges deduQtred ) three. Pezos of 
Gold for himſelfe and. two for his women ( cight 
ſhillings three pence the Pezo) amounting in the 


whole, , to abo'”: two hundred pound fterling. 
each day : fo that hee hath heapeda mighty Maſle of 
- Treaſure together , which hee keepeth in certaine 


great Cheſts of two foote deepe three broad, and 


foure long: being, notwithſtanding all his wealth, hard 
and cruel,” not onely to his flaues , bur vnto all men, 


and therefore neuer going abroad , bur with'a Guard 
of five or {ixe men to defend his perſon from danger,

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which hee fearcth extraordinarily from all creatures, 
And as touching meanes of compaſiing this purpoſe, 
they woulde condu@t him ſafely through the woods, by 
the ſame wayes by which they fled , that hee ſhould

for. And though his houfe were of ſtone fo that it 
could not bee burnt, yet if our Captaine would vn-

Our Captaine haping heard all their opinions, 


.concluded fo ; that by deuiding his Company the 
ewo firſt different ſentences, were both reconciled, 


both to bee practiſed! and put in vre. Jobn Oxnem 
appointed in the Beare, to bee ſent Eſtwards towards 
Totow, to ſee what ſtore of viftuals would come a- 
thwart his halfe, & himſelfe wonld tothe Weſtward m 
the Afi/nian , lye off and on the Cabezas , where was the 
greateſt trade .and moſt ordinary paſlage of thofe 
which tranſported Treaſure from Yerapua and Nzecara- 
2x4 to the Fleet: fo that no time might beeloft, nor 
opportunity ler ſlip either for victuall or Treaſure, 
As for thattempt of Yerapxe or. Sinior Peroros houſe 
by land , by marching through the woods , hee h- 
ked not off, leaſt it might ouer weary his men by con- 
tinuall labor , whom he ſtudied to refreſh and ſtrengrh- 
cn , forhis next ſreuice forenamed.. : 

Therefore viing our Symerons moſt cumteouſly , dil- 
miſting thoſe that were deſirous to their wiues , with 
{uch gifts and favors as. were woſt pleafing , and 
entertaining thoſe ftill aboord his. Ships , which.

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were contented to abide with the Company remat- 
ning, the Pinnaces departedas was determined, the 
Minow tothe Welt, the Beare to the Eaſt, 

The 44/340» about the Cabegas met with a Fregate 
of Nicaragys , in which was ſome gold, and a Geno- 
way Pilot, of which. Nation'there are many in thoſe 
Coaſts , which had beene at Yerepas not paſt eight 
| dayes before , he being very well entreated, certi- 
| fied our Capraine of the State of rhe Towne ,and of 
the Harbor, and of a-Fregate that was there ready to 
| come forth within fewe dayes, aboard which. there 
/ * was aboue a million of Gold , offering to condut 

him to ir, if wee would doe him his right, for that he 
knew the channcB very perfed&ly , ſo that hee could 
enter by. night fſately without danger of the ſands 
ahd fhallowes , ( though there be bur little water) 
and vtterly vndeſcryed, for that the Towne is fiue 
leagues within the Harbor , and the way by land is 
.fo farre about and difficult through the Woods, 
that though wee ſhould by any caſualty be diſcoue- 
red , about the point of the Harbor, yet wee might 
diſpatch our bufineſſe and depart , before the Towne 
could hauc notice of our comming. Ar his being 
there hee perceiued they had heard of. Drakes being 
on the Coaſt, which had pur them in grear feare, as 
in all other places Pezoro purpoſing to remoue him- 
 felfe to the South Sea) bur there was nothing done 
to preuent him , their fearc being ſo great, that.,as it is 
accuſtomed in ſuch caſes, it excluded Counſcll and- 
breddiſpaire.. Lb 
Our Captaine conferring with his; owne know- 
ledge and former intelligences , was purpoſed-: to.

Iohn Oxnam and Thomas Sherwell were pur 11 truſt 
for this ſeruice , to the great content of the whole 
Company , who concemed greateſt hope of them 
next/our Captaine, whome by no meanesthey would 
condiſcend to ſuffer to aduenture againe this time : 
yet hee himſclfe rowed to ſet them aſhore at &9 
Frantic o: finding hislabor well imployed both other- 


men that had remained willingly 'to accompany their 
wounded Captaine. 

For this Gentleman hauing eſcaped the rage of 
the Spaniards , was now comwing towards our Pin- 
ace; vvhere hee. fell dovvne on his keees , bleſſing 
God for the time , that euer our Captaine vvas borne, 
vvho novy beyond all his. hope , vvas become his de- 
lincrer, Hee being demanded vvhat vyas become of 
his Captaine and other fellovy , ſhevved that vvith- 
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ouergotten them, and rooke his Captaine and other 
fellovve : hee onely eſcaped by flight , hauing caft 


avvay all his carriage , and among the rcſt one Box 


of Ievyells , that hee might fly the ſvvifter from the 
urſuers: but his fellovv tooke ir vp and burthened 
þimſelfe ſo ſore, that hee could make no ſpeed , as 
eaſily hee might othervviſe, .if hee vvould haue caſt 
downe his pillage, and layd afide his couerous minde : 
as for the filuer, which we had hidden thereabour in the 
earthand the ſands, he thought that it was all gone; 
for that he thought there had beene necre two thou- 
ſand Spaniards and Negroes there, to dig and ſearch 
for it. :  - 
This report notwithſtanding, our purpoſe held , 
and our men were ſent to the ſaid place, where the 
found thar the earth, .cuery way a mile diſtant had 
beene digged and turned vp in ceyery place of any like- 
lihood , to haue any thing hidden in ic. And yet ne- 
uertheleſſe , for all that narrow ſcarch,, all our mens 


labour was not quite loſt : but ſo confidered, that the 


third day after their departure, they all returned ſafe 
and cheerefull , with as much f{iluer as they and all the 
Symerons could finde, (viz: thirteene barres of filuer, 
and ſome fewe quoits of gold ) with which they were 
preſently embarqued without empeachment, repai- 
ring with no leſfe ſpecd then joy to our Fregate,

Now at our mecting of them againe , were very loath. 
to leane vs, and therefqre accompanied vs very kinde- 
iy as farrc vp as Saint Barzards, and farther would; 
but that they durſt nor aduenture ſo great: danger, for. 
that wee had intelligence, that the Flecte was ready 
to ſer ſayle for Spire, riding at the entry of Carthagena.. 

Thus wee departed*from them , Pane hard by 
Carthagens, in the light of all the Fleete, with a Flagge 
of Saint George in- the maine top of our Fregare, with 
filke ſtreamers and ancients downe to the water, ſayling 
forward with a large winde, till wee came within

rine, andnew tallowed them. | 

Here wee ſtayed about ſeauenight, crimming and 
rigging our Fregates , boarding and ſtowing our pro- 
viſions, tearing abroad and burning our Pinnaces, that 
the Symerons might haae the yron-worke, 

Abour a day or two before our departure, our 
Captaine willed Pedro and three of the heckel of the 
Symcrons to goe through both his Fregates, to ſee 
what they liked, promifing to giue it them whatſocuer 


itwere, ſo it were not ſo neceſſary as that hee could 


not returne into Exgland withour it, And for their 
wifes hee would himſelfe ſecke our ſome falkes or lin- 
nen that might gratifie thein : which while hee was 
chooſing our of his Trunckes , the Cymeter. which 
Capraine Tet had giuen to our Captaine, chanced 
e2 be taken forth in Pedyos ſight, which hee ſeeing grew 
{o much in liking thereof, that hce accounted of no- 
thing cle in reſpe& of ir,* and preferred it before all 
_ that couldbe giuen him : yet imagining , that it was 
no leſſe eſteemed of our Captaine , durſt not himſelfe 
open his mouthto craue or commend it : but made one 
Francs Tacker to be his meane to breake his minde, pro- 
miſing to giuc hima fine quoir of gold, which yer hee

 hadin ſtore, if he would but move our Capraine for it; 


and to our Captaine himſelfe , hee would giue foure 


other great 'quoits, which hee had hidden, intending 


to haue reſerued them till another voyage, 

Our Captaine being accordingly moued by Fraxcss 
Tucker,could haue beene content to haue made no fuch 
exchange, bur yet defirous to content him, that had 
deſerued fo well, hee gaue it him with many good 
wards , who receiued it with no little joy , amine 
that if hee ſhould giue his wife and children ( which 
hee loucd dearely) in liew ofit, hee could nor ſuffi- 
ciently recompence. it, (for. hee would preſent his 


King withit, who hee knew would make him a great 


man, euen for this very guifts ſake ) yet in gratuity. 
and ſteed of other requitall of this jewell, hee de- 
ſired our Captaine to accept theſe. foure peeces of 
gold, as a token of his thankefulnefle ro him, and a 
pawne of his faithfulneſſe during life, 

Our Captaine receiued itin moſt kinde fort, but tooke 


it not to his own benefit, but cauſed it to be caſt into the. 
whole aduenture, ſaying , ifhee had not beene ſet forth. 


to that place, he had not attained ſuch a commoditie, 
and therefore it was juſt that they which bare part with 


' him ofhis burthen in noting him to Sea, ſhould enjoy 
the proportion ofhis benefit wharſocuer at his returne, 


Thus with good loue and liking wee tooke our 


leaue of that people , ſerting ouer ro the Ilands of 


| whence tic next day after , wee ſet fayle 
towards Cape Sant Anthony, by which wee paſt with a 
large winde : butſpreſently being to ſtand for i# Hawara, 
wee were faine to p'y to the windward ſome three or 
foure dayes: In which plying wee fortuned to take a 
ſmall Barke, in which were two. or phree hundred

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Hides, and one moſt neceſſary thing, which Repd vs 


in great ſteed', viz, a Puinpe,, Whick-wee ſer in our 
Fregate: their Barke,, becauſe jt was nothing hit for 


our ſeruice , our Captaine gaue them to carry them.

And ſo returning'to Cape' Saint Anthony, and lans 
ding there wee refreſhed our ſclues ,' and befides great 
ſtore of Turtles egges, found by day in the ' 
wee tooke two hundreth and fifty Turtles by night : 
wee poudred and dryed- ſome of them , which did vs 
good ſeruice , the reſt continued buta ſmall time. 


_ There wereat this time , belonging to Carthagene, 
Nombre de Dios , Riogrand, Sante Martha, Rio de Hacha, 
Venta Cruz, Veragua, Nicaragua, the Henduras , Jamai-. 


ca &c. aboue two hundred Fregares , ſome ofa hun- 


dred and twenty Tunnes , other bur of tenne ortwelue 
Tunne , but the moſt of thirty or forty Tunne,. 
which alt had entercourſe betweene ECarthagene and. 


Nombre de Dios , the moſt of which , during our abode 


in thoſe parts wee tooke , and ſowe of them twice or. 


thrice cach , yet neuer burnt nor ſuncke any, . vnleſle 
they were made out Men of warre againſt vs, or layd as 


ſtales to entrappe vs. And ofall the men taken in theſe 


ſcuerall veſſelles , wee neuer offered any kinde of vio- 


lence to any, after they were once come vnder our 
power, bur either preſently diſmiſſed them in ſafety, 


or keeping them with vs ſome longer time, ( as 
ſome of them wee did ) wee 'alwayes prouided for 
their ſuſtenance as for our ſelues , and ſecured them 
from the rage of the Symerons againſt them, till atlaſt, 
the danger of their diſcouering where our Shippes lay 


being ouerpaſlt,, ( for which onely cauſe wee kept them + 


priſoners) we ſetthem allo free. .

Many ſtrange Birds, Beaſtes| and Fiſhes, befides 
Fruits, Trees, Plants , and the like, were ſeene and 
oblerned of vs inthis journey , which willingly wee 
pretermit as haftening to the end of our voyage, which 
trom this Cape of Saint” Anthony, wee intended to fi- 
niſh , by ſayling the direct and ſpecdieſt way home- 
ward, and accordingly , euen' beyond our owne expe- 
tation moſt happily. performed. 

For whereas our Captaine had pnrpoſed to touch 
at New-fownd-land, and there to hauc watered, which 
would haue becne ſomelet vnto vs, though wee ftood 
in great want of water, yet God Almighty fo proui- 
ded for vs, by giuing vs good ſtore of raine water, 
that we were ſuthciently furniſhed : and within twenty 
three dayes: wee paſt from the Cape of F/or/ds, to the 
| Hes of Sley , and lo arrined at F/rmrmh, on Sunday 
about Sermon-time, Auguſt the ninth x573. at what 
time the newes of our Captaines returne brought vato 
his , did ſo ſpecdily paſſe ouer all the Church, and fur- 
paſſe cheirmindes., with deſire and delight £0 ſce him, 
that very fewe or none remained with the Preacher, all 
haſtening to ſee the euidence of Gods lone and bleſſing 
rowards our Gracious Queene and Countrey, by the 
fruite of our Captaines labour and ſucceſle,
